HILL'S IMPUDENT DISPLAY 


THE WAY IT IS LOOKED UPON 


IN WASHINGTON. 


NO SURPRISE AMONG THE DEMOCRATS 
AT THE CAPITAL—A FEELING THAT 
THE NEW - YORK SENATOR HAS 
RUINED HIS OWN HOPES. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—There was no surprise 
to-day among the Democrats at the outcome of 
the meeting of Hill's machine at Albany. All 
that was expected to happen did happen. If 
there was any glimmer of amazement it was at 
the failure of Hill to suppress even the small 
and feeble squeak from the North, and at the 
necessity that appeared to arise for erecting a 
triphammer to crush a gnat. 

The performance was generally characterized 
as the cheekiest ard most immodest display of 
*“bossism” to which any State was ever treated. 
In Virginia, a few years ago, there was a con- 
vention somewhat like it. “‘Boss’”’ Mahone held 
it at Norfolk. He named the delegates, gave 
out the tickets of admission, and would 
not allow his critics to be witnesses 
of the proceedings. It was a wmario- 
nette show. The band responded to one 
string; an office holder, obeying another, be- 
came Chaplain, opened the convention with 
prayer, and then went back to his office. Ma- 
hone pulled all the strings at once and he was 
nominated by acclamation. In the Fall he came 
pretty near being unanimously beaten. But this 
convention of tools was black and ignorant. In 
one respect it was unlike Hill’s machine. 

Now that Hill has laid hold of his own State, 
there seems to be an impression that he has not 
assured his nomination, but that he has done 
all that he could to increase the embarrassment 
of his party. 

One Democrat said this morning: “He has 
repeated the Samson act. He has broken the 
pillars, but I suspect that he will be found un- 
der the ruins of the temple.” 

Another, who had been reading Hill’s speech, 
said: ‘It is a good thing forthe newspaper men 
that the Senator read his speech. That will let 
everybody out from the charge that might 
have been made that the reporters are to be 
blamed for its bad English.” 

The opinion here is, among many of the Demo- 
crats, that Hill was resolved to have the dele- 
gates from New-York at any hazard. While he 
knew that the seventy-two delegates would not 
make many in a list of all the dele- 
gates, the selection of an unbroken delega- 
by a unanimous convention, at 60 
early a day that no State has begun 
to choose delegates, would be worth 
something as a bait for other States. Hill, it is 


assumed by these Democrats, knew that there 
would be some objection to ‘“‘ rushing ’’ a con- 
vention, but he was not prepared to put off tLe 
risk until some other State had named dele- 
gates without daring to commit them to Hill, 
because the candidate of the New-York Hill 
men was not positively known. 

It is believed that Hill ordered his puppet 
show early so as to enable him, besides exhibit- 
ing his strength of delegates as an illustration 
of his complete mastery of the machine, to go to 
neighboring States with the record and to i 
borrow, or steal all the delegates to be captured, 
the assurance to be everywhere given that he 
could carry New-York in spite of any Demo- 
cratic protest, as the voice of the State had 
spoken for him in convention. 

This is assuming, however, that the conven- 
tion of Fev. 22 ia to be taken by Democrats as 
the retiection of the sentiment of the State, in- 
stead of the subservient utterance of a perfect 
machine. But the three months before the con- 
vention will afford Hill’s opponents opportani- 
ty to reflect upon his “ bumptiousness,’’ and to 
conclude whether he is to be the sort of candi- 
date or not. 

To the Western men, who fanoy that Hill has 
just prevented the nomination of Cleveland and 
has forced the selection of a Western man, 
there is some distress in selecting the Western 
man to fill the bill. The moment a Western 
man is pushed, if he be not an anti-silver man, 
the Eastern and Northwestern sound-money 
Democrats will be prepared to throw up the 
sponge. This may suit those Hill men who 
fancy their man to be able to carry New-York, 
Connecticut, and New-Jersey on any platform. 
It disgusts the Wisconsin, lowa, and Massachu 
setts nen, who hope to see a candidate who will 
hold these States and the “solid South ”’ as well. 

The comments of members of Congress are 
but faint repetitions of their former opinions of 
Hill. The few Senators who are here are sby 
aud reticent. Mr. Biand was glad that his 
opinion, as given in the North Americaa Review, 
had been printed before Hill delivered his speech 
advocating reliance ~ the Congressional 
districts to dispose of the silver question. 
“Tf I had waited,” said Mr. Bland, ‘they 
might have suspected that I got my notion 
from Hill.” e said that there was one 
thing in Mr. Hill’s speech which he approved 
of, though he could not tell how he stood on the 
silver question. This was the declaration that 
the voice of the peers. expressed through their 
representatives in Congress, should be regarded, 
and implying that the President could not with 
propriety put his individual judgment against 
that of Congress in a matter of thie sort. 

“This,” said Mr. Bland, *‘is all the party can 
ask of the nominee. Silver is nota party ques- 
tion, but ie a matter to be decided by the people 
in the Congressional districts. The assurance 
we want is — the man who happens to be 
President will not veto the Silver bill which Con- 
gress approves. We would beperfectly satisfied 
to have it standin the national platform, that, 

s a matter of principle, this question should be 
eft to Congress and that the President ought 
not to oppose himself to the will of the people.” 

Representative Andrew (Dem.) of Massa- 
chusetts said he believed that Mr. Cleveland 
would be nominated; that he was getting 
etronger every day,and that the New-York 

usiness might benefit rather than injure him. 

e said he believed that the public sentiment 
throughout the country would condemn the 
machine methods of New-York, and would de- 
termine that Mr. Hill should not have the 
nomination. In his opinion there would be 
mo one else as strong as Mr. Cleve- 
land ey whom they could combine to 
secure the defeat of Mr. Hill. Mr. Hill's nomi- 
nation would mean defeat for the party, and it 
would be necessary to prevent his getting the 
homination, and by combining on Cleveland 
they could do this. He said that Cleveland was 
strong throughout the country, and he believed 
that the popular disgust at New-York methods 
would dispose the Democrats throughout the 
States to show New-York that they would not 
be controlled by such methods. 

Mr. Haynes (Dem.) of Ohio said that he 
theught the situation in New-York indicated 
thatno New-York mancould get the nomina- 
tion, and he, personally, was in favorof going 
outside of that State. 

Mr. Crosby (Dem.) of Massachusetts said that 
he had thought for some time that some man 
not from New-York would have to be chosen, 
and tne result of the convention yesterday only 
the more A convinced him of this. * 

Representative Jason B. Brown (Dem.) of 
Indiana said that, of course, there was no sur- 
‘prise in the action of the New-York Convention,

IT WILL WEAKEN HILL’S CHANCES. 


MINNESOTA DEMOCRATS SAY THE WEST 


WILL NOT HAVE HIM. 


St. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 23.—The choice by the 
New-York State Democratic Convention of an 
entire Hill delegation, although expected for 
several weeks, has failen like a wet blanket 
upon Minnesota Democrats. This is a hot- 
bed of Cleveland men, and there is nothing 
more certain than that this State will send to 
Chicago a full Cleveland delegation unless Mr. 
Cleveland should in the next few weeks decline 
to be a candidate. The Hon. W. M. Campbell, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, when asked for an expression of his 
views, said: 

“T believe that the result of yesterday’s con- 
vention at Albany will tend to weaken Hill as a 
Presidential candidate rather than to strength- 
enhim. The objection does not lie so much in 
the early-convention movement as it does in 
the fact that it was called and has been worked 
in Hill’s interest and has been personally man- 
aged by him. Such activity and such undue 
haste in rushing things through in the interest of 
a particular candidate or a faction are contrary 
to the wisbes of a great majority of the party, 
and I believe it will receive the censure it de- 
serves when the time comes. New-York, how- 
ever, is rarely without some sort of a 
quarrel on hand between different ele- 
ments in both political arties. As far 
as the platform is concerned, I am glad to see 
the traditions and tenets of the Democracy in- 
dorsed so strongly in favor of honest monoy. 
There will be uo issue made on the financial 
question in the next campaign, for I believe 
both parties will oppose any flat money or free- 
coinage measure. The issue will be solely on 
the tariff. and the campaign will be carried out 
on this line slone.”’ 

State Auditor Bierman said: “It looks as 
thougb Hiil had New-York, but I will wager 
that is all he will get. The rest of the country 
don’t want him at all.”’ 

T. L. French of Wapheton, N. D.. said: ‘The 
Democrats of the West are solid for Cleveland, 
and [ still think he will get the nomination.”

THEY WILL NOT SUPPORT HILL. 


THE DEMOCRATS OF THE NORTHWEST 
ARE FOR MR. CLEVELAND. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—A. F. Seeberger, formerly 
Collector of the Port, now Treasurer of the 
World's Fair, and a leading Democrat, thinks 
that Hill’s freeze-out methods will not succeed. 
Mr. Seeberger said to-day: 

“The Democrats in the Northwest, and, in 
fact, all over the country, favor Grover Cleve- 
land, and Hill's dictating methods won’t do.

York, but I do not believe that even to save de- 
feat the Democrats of the country will rally 
around Hill.

SENATOR CULLOM’S CANDIDACY. 


THE ILLINOIS ASPIRANT FOR THE PRESI- 
DENCY IS HOPEFUL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Senator Cullom this 
afternoon said that his canvass for the Presi- 
dency could not be said to have taken practical 
form. Hehad done nothing to give It shape or 
direction. It might be said that he was letting 
nature take its course. 

* What encouragement are you receiving from 
the Northwestern States?” he was asked. 

“I bave done nothing as yet to invite offers 
of aid, but I must say that I am surprised and 
gratified at the numberof earnest friends I have. I 
received letters this morning from Californiaand 
Idaho, and have received others from Wyoming, 
Nebraska, and Washington, showing that 
my candidacy would be well received there. 
I am told by Senator Allison himself that he 
does not wish to be a candidate. If he is not in 


the race, I would naturally expect the Iowa dele- 
gation. They tell me, however, that Allison is 
the only man who could carry Iowa against 
Boies. I am well acquainted with the public 
men of Wisconsin and Minnesota, but have not 
sought any expression of preference from them. 

“Wisconsin will naturally be for Harrison. 
Gen. Rusk of that State ia in the Cabinet, and 
ex-Senator Spooner, Chairman Payne, and other 
leading men of the party are on the best terms 
with the President. I concede the Michigan 
delegation to Alger, but if he is not nominated, 
I would expect the supportof that State. There 
sre several Northwestern States that I can de- 
pend on for forming a nucleus of strength. It 
is not certain about Minnesota. That was the 
great Blaine State and the people have not had 
time to make up their minds what to do.” 

“How do you regard your chances as com- 
pared with President Harrison’s?” 

‘‘Ilam confident that the nomination lies be- 
tween President Harrison and myself. If he is 
not nominated, I think I shall be. Iam more 
confident than when my announcement was first 
made. The assurances of friendship and sup- 
port which I_ have reccived from tho East, as 
well as the West, have led to my hopefulness.” 


DICTATOR ENRIQUEZ KILLED. 


AMBUSHED AND SHOT DOWN BY ORDER 
OF PRESIDENT BARILLAS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23,—A special cablegram 
from San Salvador tothe Associated Press un- 
derdate of Feb. 23 states that Gen. Enriquez 
was killed to-day by a body of Guatemalan sol- 
diers, together with anumberof companions, 
near the City of Zacapa, Guatemala, near the 
Honduras coast. 

The cablegram states that Gen. Enriquez had 
been unanimously proclaimed Dictator of the 
Constitutional Party of Guatemala, and had in 
consequence incurred the active hostility of 
President Barillas, who alarmed the public by 
announcing that Gen. Enriquez was at the head 
of an Insurrection directed against the present 
Government. 

President Barillas ordered Gen. Enriquez to 
present himself tothe authorities of Zacapa. 
Gen. Enriquez proceeded at once toward that 
city, accompanied by his two brothers and a 
party of friends. A company numbering 100 
soldiers lying in ambush on one of the roads 
outof the city fired upon Gen. Enriquez and 
others of the party, killing all of them. 

The cablegram attributes the attack and Kkiil- 
ing of the party to orders. issued from the capi- 
tal,and imputes the deed to the Guatemalan 
Government. 

THE QUEEN BACK AT WINDSOR.

DOES NOT APPEAR TO BE IN HER 
USUAL GOOD HEALTRH. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—The Queen arrived at 
Windsor Castle to-day from Osborne Houee, her 
residence on the Isle of Wight, where she has 
been sojourning for sometime past. ‘This is her 
first visit to the mainland since before the 
death of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale. 

Her Majesty did not appear to be enjoying her 
usual good health. She had some difficulty in 
walking. She was accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice and Princess Louise.

THE DEATH OF THE REY. W. J. FROST. 

The Rey. William J. Frost, D. D., LL. D., 
Archbishop of Alton, died at Carlyle, IIL, yes- 
terday. For some years past he had had charge 
of the Episcopal Church at that place. He was 
a native of Bristol, England, coming to 
this country in early life and studying 
at the General Theological Seminary 
of New-York. He was well known 
in the Eastern cities, having charge of the dio- 
cese at Wilmington, Del. for along time. While 
in charge of a prominent church in Baltimore 
many citizens of that city and Washington sat 
under hia ministrations. He was almost eighty 
years of age, more than fifty of them passed in 
the ministry. : 

The funeral services willtake place Thursday, 
at which Bishop Deymour Of the Springfield 
Diocese will officiate. ‘The interment will be at 
Greenwood Cemetery, New-York, Saturday 
next.

A LIQUOR INVESTIGATION 


THE COMMISSION WHICH SENATOR 
FRYE DESIRES, 


THE RESOLUTION NEARLY ADOPTED 
YESTERDAY—OBJECTIONS MADE JUST 
IN TIME—THE GREAT SCOPE OF THE 
PROPOSED INQUIRY. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—With but a few mem- 
bers in their seats to-day, the Senate transacted 
considerable business. It was on the point of 
passing the bill of Senator Frye (Rep.) of Maine 
to provide fora commission on the subject of 
the alcoholic liquor traffic, when Senators Vest 
(Dem.) of Missouri and Voorhees (Dem.) of In- 
diana objected, on the ground that nobody knew 
anything about the measure and that it was 
highly improper to pass it without discussion. 
8o the bill was laid aside. 

The objection made toit was not warranted 
by the facts, for the Dill, in substantially its 
present form, has been before Congress many 
years, and has passed the Senate seven or 
eight times. It provides for the creation of a 
commission consisting of flve persons possess- 
ing fitness and capacity for an honest and im- 
partial investigation of all the questions affect- 
ing the alcoholic trafiic, not with the view of tak- 
ing from the States the power now exeroised of 
regulating or prohibiting the alcoholio traftic 
within their respective borders, but for the pur- 
pose of securing authentic and full information 
as to the alcoholic traffic. ‘‘Its relations to 
revenue and taxation and its general economic, 
criminal, moral, and seientific aspects in con- 
nection with pauperism, crime, social vice, the 
public health, and general welfare of the people, 
and also to inquire and take testimony as to 
the practical results of license wnd prohibitory 
legislation forthe prevention of intemperance 
in the several States of the Union.” 

The’Commissioners are to be appointed by the 
President, “by and with the advice of the Sen- 
ate,” and hold office not to exceed two years, 
and be paid not to exceed $10 each per day and 


expenses. The bill appropriates $10,000 to pay 
for the entire expenses of the investigation. 
FOR PURITY OF FOOD AND DRUGS. 

The Senate took up the bill to prevent the 
adulteration of food and drugs. Senator Pad- 
dock, who has charge of the bill, expluined 
its purport. He said all that it aimed to do 
was to make it impossible (so far 4s legislation 
might do so) for any article of food or drink or 
drug to be sold for whatit was not. It was un- 
necessary to say anything on the constitutional 
question involved, as all such questions had 
been swept away last session by the passage of 
the Meat Inspection bill, which was correlative 
to this bill. 

Senator Bate opposed the bill on the ground 
that the control of such matters belonged prop- 
erly to the State Legislatures and not to Con- 
gress. Senator Coke based_ his opposition on 
the ground that it was impracticable. 

The Senate went into executive session and 
adjourped without taking any action on the bill. 


A REST FOR THE PRESIDENT. 

The President and Mrs. Harrison, accom- 
paned by Mrs. MoKee and her children, will 
leave Washington Thursday for Virginia Beach, 
where the party will remain until some time 
next week. The President will pay no atten- 


tion to official matters during his absence, as 
his purpose is to take a complete and much- 
needed rest for a few days. 

THE BI-METALLIC AGREEMENT. 

In the Senate to-day the joint resolution for 
an international bi-metallic agreement was 
taken up and Mr. Stewart made some remarks 
upon it; but asthe morning hour had already 
expired, it went over without action. 

Mr. Stewart's argument was to the effect that 
the parity of gold and silver could not be main- 
tained in the manner proposed. There was but 
one way to maintain their parity; and that was 
by treating the two metals exactly alike as 
money metals. He proposed to offer amend- 
nents to carry out his idea. 


NEW NATURALIZATION BILL. 

The Oates Naturalization bill was to-day final- 
ly acted upon by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Oates (Dem.) of Alabama, who has in 
the last two Congresses urged the adoption of 
the measure, was authorized to report the bill 
favorably to the House. 

The bill makes some radical changes in the 
existing law. The most radical of these are an 
abolition of “‘declaraticn of intention,” anda 


requirement that naturalization proceedings 
shall take the torm of a court trial, in which 
five years’ residence, ability to read 
the Constitution, aud absence of certain moral 
disqualifications to citizenship must be proved. 
The bill provides that no alien who has ever 
been convicted of a felony or other infamous 
erime or misdemeanor involving moral turpi- 
tude, or whois an Anarchist or polygamist, or 
immigrated to the United States in violation of 
our laws, or who cannot read the Constitution 
of the United States, shall be naturalized. 

Five years’ continuous residence in the 
United States and one year within the State in 
which application is made, are established as 
prerequisites to naturalization, A form 
of petition praying naturalization is 
prescribed. Apolo 6 are required to 
mako alfidavi that the statements 
made in the petition are true: The petition, 
after proper notice to the legal representa- 
tives of the United States, is to be tried by 
the court in preference to otber cases. Before 
granting the petition the court must be satisfied 
that all the allegations of the petition are 
proved, that the petitioner is of good moral 
character, and a fit person according to law to 
become a citizen of the United States. 

The courts of the United States on which the 
right of naturalization is conferred are the Dis- 
trict and Circuit Courts of theStates and Ter- 
ritories and the StatC courts of the highest orig- 
inal common-law jurisdiction, whether called 
Supreme Court, Circuit Court, District or Com- 
mon Pleas Court. The declaration of intention 
at present required is abolished, except as to 
those persons not here five years, who may de- 
sire to take up an entry on the public lands. 


IN MR. CRISP’S PLACE, 

There were not 100 members present when, 
at noon, the House was called to order by Chief 
Clerk Towles, who stated that, owing to the con- 
tinued absence of the Speaker on account of 
sickness, it booame incumbent on the House to 
elect a Speaker pro tem. Mr. McMillin (Dem.) 
of Tennessee was elected to perform the duties 
of the Chair, and resolutions were,adopted pro- 
viding forthe notification of the President and 
the Senate of this action. 

Mr. Crisp is expected to return to-morrow 
morning. 

RECORDS OF THE REBELLION. 

Senator Morrill (Rep., of Virginia,) to-day in- 
troduced a bill to provide forthe permanent pres- 
ervation and custody of tne records of the volun- 
teer armies.*The bill authorizes the President to 


select an officer of the army whom he may con- 
sider to be especially qualified to be chief of the 
bureau to be create A bill similar in purport 
was passed by the last Congress, but was ve- 
toed by the President, and the present bill is so 
framed as to meet the objections then made. 





USED ARSENIO FOR SODA. 

BANGOR, Me., Feb. 23.—Some of the contents 
of the box of cooking soda by the use of which 
twenty-eight persons were poisoned at Mount 
Chase last week have been analyzed by Prof. 
Robinson of Bowdoin College, who deolares the 
substance to be pure arsenic. 

The etuff originally belonged to a trapper 
named Jarrett, and is supposed to have been 


used by him for peoseeving pee. Jarrett died 
recently, and his widow with her household ef- 
fects, including the box of arsenic, moved to 
Mount Chase. 

The sma)l community there, having run out of 
baking soda, were freely supplied by Mrs. Jar- 
rett from the box which she supposed contained 
soda. The great wonder is that but one person 
died from the effects of the poison. 





HELD FOR STEALING A WATOH. 

NEWARK, Feb. 23.—Peter Haarman, a saloon 
keeper of Cherry Street, New-York, is in custody 
hero on a charge of having stolen a gold watch 
from August Ross, the proprietor of Roseville 
Park. Heis Treasurerof the John J. O’Brien 
Guards of New-York.

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ENGLAND’S PRESENT ‘MYSTERY. 


THE SEARCH FOR THE MISSING BANKER 
LIDDERDALE. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—~The case of Mr. W. R. Lid- 
derdale, a prominent banker of Ilminster, 8om- 
erset County, who disappeared in January last, 
on the eve of his marriage to a most estimable 
young lady of that place, becomes more and 
more mysterious the deeper it is investigated. 
As before stated in these dispatches, his ac- 
counts are perfectly straight, and though it is 
said that a woman has a hold upon him, as evi- 
denced by the discovery of certain letters, little 
faith is placed in the statement that he is a pris- 
oner inthis woman’shands. In these letters the 
writer upbraided Mr. Lidderdale for casting her 
off to marry another, and threatened that she 
would never permit him to marry her rival; that 
she would kill him rather than allow him to do 
80. 

On Feb. 10 there appeared in the columns of 
the Times the following death notice: 


“On the 30th of January, on Misa B. A. H. Vining’s 
yacht Foresight, William Kobertson Lidderdale of 
ilminster, reault of accident on 8th of January, 


‘alighting from carriage when in motion.” 


It will be noticed that no mention is made of 
where the yacht was when the alleged death oc- 
curred. On Feb. 13, in the personal columns 
of the Times there appeared the following: 

“Miss B. A. H. Vining is bed pe requested to 
communicate details of the death of Mr. W. R. Lid- 
derdale, as announced in the Times of the 10th inst., 
on board her — Foresight, to his relatives, or to 
Messrs. Pritchard «& Marshall, 27 Graocechurch 
Street, London.” 


This request met with no response, and on 
Feb. 19 Pritohard & Marshall, who are Mr. Lid- 
derdale’s solicitors, again advertised in the 
Times, offering £25 reward to any one who 
would give them any information concerning 
the matter. 

The solicitors state that they are still unable 
to establish the identity of Miss Vining. They 
say they have found several persons named 
Vining, but none of them could be traced to 
Queen Anne Mansions, London, where it was 
stated Miss Vining lived. ‘They added: *‘ There 
is a Miss Vining whois believed to be wealthy. 
It is supposed that she is from New-York, but 
we do not believe that she was the lady who in- 
serted the notice of Mr. Lidderdale’s death in 
the Jimes.” 

In response to an inquiry by an Associated 
Press representative as to whether this Miss 
Vining knew Mr. Lidderdale, the solicitors said: 
“Yes, but you had better be careful to avoid a 
libel.”’ 

An attempt was made to learn the where- 
abouts of Miss Vining, but the solicitors stated 
that they had no idea where she is at present. 
They have searched the lists of all British and 
foreign yacht clubs, but found no vessel of the 
name Foresigth. 


WANT THE PLACE OF HONOR. 


‘*FIRST DEFENDERS” WANT THE 
RIGHT OF THE LINE. 


READING, Penn., Feb. 23.—A meeting which 
may have considerable bearing on a matter of 
national interest and record took place in this 
city yesterday, and last night delegates from 
the First Defenders met here for the purpose of 
taking formal action and entering a vigorous 
protest against being ignored in the great 
parade to be held in Washington next Septem- 
ber, on the occasion. of the National Enoamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic in that 
city, in which the great review of war veterans 


of 1865 will be repeated, and probably never 
again equaledin this country by those who 
took part. 

The meeting in this city was in the interest of 
Pennsylvania's claim for the honor about which 
80 mnuch has already been published: The Allen- 
town survivors of the Allen Rifles were repre- 
sented by Secretary J. Reber of that organiza- 
tion, the Washington Artillerists and National 
Light Infantry of Pottsville by Secretary Sam- 
uel Russell, and the Ringgold Artillerists of 
Reading by Secretary Fred M. Yeager of this 
city. 

The Executive Committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic encampments has accorded the 
post of honor, or right of the line, of the great 
demonstration thatis to be tothe Sixth Massa- 
chusetts Regiment. 

It was decided at the meeting held here that 
ifthe Grand Army of the Republic persists in 
placing the Sixth Massachusetts Regiment at 
the head of the parade, then the First Defend- 
ers of this State will not participate as a body 
in that demonstration, but instead will visit 
Washington on the 18th of April next, on the 
thirty-firat anniversary of their arrival at tho 
capital as the first of volunteers in response to 
Lincoln’s oall for troops. 

It was also decided that if the honor of hav- 
ing the right of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic parade is accorded them, then they will also 
have a joint reunion in Reading April 18. They 
will then form # consolidated organization, em- 
bracing the survivors of the Logan Guards of 
Lewistown, who were mustered in at the same 
time as the above companies.

MR. WILSON’S SUDDEN DEATH. 


THE WELL-KNOWN PORTRAIT PAINTER 
DIES IN THE BROOKLYN CHESS CLUB. 


John J. Spowers, who lives at 101 Pierrepont 
Street, Brooklyn, and is a member of the Brook- 
lyn Chess Club, played a game at chess with his 
friend Matthew Wilsonin the club’s rooms at 
201 Montague Street yesterday afternoon that 
hada tragic termination. The two gentlemen 
finished the game, in which Mr. Wilson was the 


victor, at 5:30 o’olock. As they arose from the 
table Mr. Wilson suddenly straightened up, 

laced his hand to his head, and fell backward 
nto the arms of William Duval, the Secretary 
ofthe club. An ambulance was summoned, but 
when Surgeon Meyer arrived a few moments 
later he pronounced the man dead.

ed. On general principles, with a limited knowl-: 
edge of the man’s make-up, his overweening 
confidence and vanity, his desire always to. 
thrust himself wherever a multitude of Demo-} 
crats were gathered, led to the conviction that 
he would attempt the greatest effort of his life; : 
and yet the amount of falsification distrtbuted 
over Albany by his most intimate friends on : 
this subject would in the end have put the 
blush of shame to the most hardened liar-in-the! 
State. The only palliation that oan be offered , 
for this epidemic of untruthfulness is that the 
Hill people were hopeful that the anti-Hill)

Its flagrant surrender of 
munhood to a cabal of political oligarchs distin- 
guished it from the time temporary Chairman 
Beebe mentioned Hill’s name until Clerk De 
Freest called for three cheers for David B. Hill, 
It was conspicuous as a gathering that brought 
together fewer Democrats of reputation than 
any convention in the history of the party in 
this State. Outside ofthe 108 delegates from 
New-York and Kings, not a dozen of the remain- 
ing 266 were known outside of their own 
counties. The reason is easily found. Many 
men of self-respect refused to attend ag dele- 
gates, understanding that Hill exacied in re- 
turn for the honor thus conferred absolute 
acquiescence in every action the machine 
would take.

mill which by special privileges, thrdugh’ 
the influencé” of William F. Sheehan, 
was permitted to encroach upon the State 
ditch, in clear violation of law, a fact that would 
have been the subject of legislative investiga- 
tion but for the dead-lock that Gov. Hill forced 
upon the Senate toward the close of the last ses- 
sion. Two of the State officers who assisted 
Hillin stealing the State Senate—Frank Rice, , 
Secretary of State, and Elliot Danforth—were. 
rewarded for those services by being selected as. 
delegates, while another, Edward Wemple, Con- 
troller, who had set his heart on going from the 
Montgomery District, had the mortification to 
suffer defeat atthe hands of Assemblyman Al- 
vin J. Quackenbush of Schenectady. 

One of the prettiest contests occurred in the 
Fourteenth District, which comprises Weat- 
chester and the annexed district of New-York.

The manner in which Perry Belmont was de- 
featedin the First Congressional District and’ 
John Boyd Thacher inthe Albany district has 
afforded to the anti-Hill Democrats untold 

ratification and delight Hill had tricked 
them both. He had caused to be published in 
the publig prints statements to the effect that 
he favored sending them both, and in that way 
persuaded both of them to advance laudatory in- 
terviews about himself. At the last moment Hill 
directed that the two old war Generals, Slocum 
and Sickles, should go as delegates at large. 
Mr. Croker kindly took care of Mr. Belmont and 
sent him from the Twelfth District. As for 
Thacher, he was drop into a well of tem~ 
porary oblivion. 

The majority of the Electors shosen by Hil! 
were selected for thel ability to raise cam 
paign and corruption funds. A well-informed 
politician at the Delavan Honse said this even- 
ing that each Elector was expected to “ chip 
in” his check for at least $1,000 for incidental 
campaign expenses.

INDIANA NOT FOR HILL. 





A DEFEAT WHICH OUGHT TO SETTLE 


ANY HOPES THERE. 


WASHINGTON, Fed. 23.—Indiana Demcorats 
are watching with some interest the operations 
of the Hill boomers in thatState. Reports have 
gone abroad, and principally through the South, 
that the Hill men are leadiag and will capture 
the delegates who are now for Gray. 

There were some primaries elections in Terra 
Haute, the home of Senator Voorhees, on Sat- 
urday. Itis supposed to be a strong Gray town, 
and had been accused of Hill tendencies. The 
elections were the most exciting ever held in 
Terre Haute. The question was, Cleveland or 
Gray? All the wards of the city were contest- 
ed. Four of the delegates elected were 
for Cleveiand 4nd six were for Gray, several of 
the latter having Cleveland the second choice. 
Not one of the delegates was for Hill, and in the 
Fourth Ward Hill was so cordially hissed that 
the disapproval seemed unanimous. In the 
First Ward the Cleveland delegate beat his op- 
ponent, an anti-Cleveland man, 5 to 1. 

The Indianapolis Sentinel, in commenting 
upon this election, says: 

“ This result is more significant than appears 
on its face. It is well known that Terre Haute 
is the home of Senator Voorhees, and that 
he has been strongly opposed to the nomination 
of Cleveland and has advocated the pnomi- 
nation of Gov. Gray. It is also a locality in 
which there is perhaps a larger percentage of 
what are known as ‘Protection Democrats’ 
than any other in the State, and Mr. Ball is a 
tariff reformer who is not afraid of the name 
of free trade. It is the residence of Mr. B. 
F. Havens, Executive Commissioner of In- 
diana’s Board of World’s Fair Managers, who 
has earned the reputation of being the moat 
earnest Hill boomer in Indiana. The result, 
therefore, gives a conservative idea of what will 
probably occur elsewhere. 

‘* We do not believe there is a ward or township 
in the State from which any Democrat can be 
elected to the State Convention who will

BUT THE MOTION WAS DEFEATED, 


Lonpox, Feb. 28.—Mr. Samuel Smith, member 
for Flintshire, moved the disestablishment of 
the Church in Wales. The Welsh people, he 
said, could not recognize the State in religious 
matters. Every argument that had justified 
the disestablishment of the Churoh in Ireland 
applied with equal force and justification to the 
disestablishment of the Church in Wales. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Solicitor General, opposed 
the motion of Mr. Smith, and in his remarks 
directed against the acceptance of the motion 
he quoted the words of Mr. Gladstone, that the 
Church in Wales was active and energetic, and 
that it would be wrong to disestablish and dis- 
endow it, Sir Edward claimed that no proof 
had been adduced that a majority of the Welsh 
people were in favor of disestabishing the 
Church. 

In the debate on the motion, Mr. Balfour de- 
clared that the Nonconformists avoided the 
religious census and rested their case upon un- 
veritied statistics. The fact was, he said, that 
they wanted, not disestablishment, but disen- 
dowment; not reform, but plunder, Their 
motive was envy, not piety. The funds, if the 
motion was adopted, would not be applied to a 
higher purpose, but would be squandered in 
political wirepulling. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt (Gladstonian) 
supported the motion. Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Unionist leader, and a few other Unionists vot- 
ed with the minority.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—There was to-day laid be- 
fore the House a report from Major J. N. Reilly, 
Ordnance Bureau, United States Army, of tests of 
materials for industrial and other purposes made at 
the Watertown (Mass.) Arsenal during the fiscal year

railroad material. An important feature was shown 
in wn tests of certain rails which had been in 
service. 

It was found that a remarkabie difference in tough- 
ness was displayed according to paces the rail was 
bentina downward direction, the base being then 
under tension, or an upward direction, the head be- 
ing under tension.

FIGHTING FOR A RAILROAD. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Fed. 23.—Gen. John H. Bryant 
of New-York came to Baltimore to-day and an- 
nounced that he would give as much for the West- 
ern Maryland Railroad as anybody else, and would 
pay forit incash and not in bonds. This was in re- 
ply to the statement that an ordnance would be 
offered in the City Council to-morrow night to 
sell the Western Maryland to the West Virginia 
Central and Pittsburg Railroad Company for $500,- 
000 cash, which is to cover the amount of floating 
indebtedness, and as a bonus $5,000,000 of 4 per 
cent. bonds, guaranteed by the West Virginia Cen- 
tral and Pittsburg Railway, and a sinking fund 


payment of $50,000 a year to meet the obligations 
of the city on the bonds it has issued or indorsed. 

The tight for the road has become hot. Its main 
im portance to Baltimore lies in its local traffic and 
the opportunity it offers for a cross-country connec- 
tion between the Reading system and the Baltimore 
and Ohio, especially for coal shipments. The West 
Virgivia Central, which is the road owned by Davis, 
Elkins, Gorman, and Blaine, wants a tidewater out- 
let for its own coal trade. The Pennsyivania Road is 
backing the West Virginia Central, andin this way 
all the big systems are involved in the contest. 

Local sentiment is unanimously opposed to any 
sale, but the politicians who control the City Coun- 
ci! are at work for the West Virginia corporation. 
A great deal of money is being spent, and a well-in- 
formed man tells the correspondent of THE TIMES 
to-night that the indications are that the sale will go 
through because there is more money in it than in 
anything since the palmy days of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal. The stumbling block, however, is 
the aygressive attitude of the taxpayers. Several of 
the business bodies to-night declared that they 
would take the matter to the courts if a sale of the 
road was attempted.

A BIG BOW-WOW-WOW IN THE MAD- 
ISON SQUARE GARDEN. 


TWELVE HUNDRED CANINES OF RARE 
PEDIGREE ARE WATCHED BY THOU- 
SANDS OF VISITORS—A FAD THAT 
SOCIETY DELIGHTS IN. 


The sixteenth annual bench show of the West- 
minster Kennel Club opened yesterday at the 
Madison Square Garden. It is the finest show 
pf dogs that ever has been seen in this section 
of the country. It looks, too, as though it 
was going to be the most successful from the 
standpoint of public patronage. Fashion and 
fashion’s beauties flocked to see and admire the 
1,200 dogs on the benches yesterday, and the 
great general public followed in fashion’s wake. 

The show is a great place to spend a few 
hours, whether one has any particular liking 
for dogs or not. ‘here is a fascinating some- 
thing about it that anybody except an ex- 
ceedingly nervous person must appreci- 
ate, The noise, the crowd, the hustle and 
the bustle that characterize it are conta- 
gious, and visitors find themselves unconscious- 
ly displaying the enthusiasm that they see the 
owners and fanciers manifesting as they walk 
around inspecting the dogs. 

The show isto remain open to-day, to-mor- 
row, and Friday. During that time it is certain 
tobe acraze. During the morning and after- 
noon of yesterday over 5,000 persons passed 
into the Garden. The attendance during 
the evening hours was over 6,000, 
making a total of 11,000 visitors dur- 
ing the day. No such thing has 
ever beén dreamed of before at the dog shows 
in this city. The Kennel Club has heretofore 
considered itself extremely fortunate if 5,000 
have attended on the first day, which is gen- 
erally the lightest, from the standpoint of at- 
tendance, during a show. 

Quite as marked as is the increased attend- 
ance is the support which society’s upper crust 
is givingit. Carriages were stopping at the door 
all day yesterday to leave richly-dressed 
Women and their children. All day 
and all the evening in the Garden 
there was a conspicuous number of persons 
in the crowd whose names are on society’s most 
favored visiting lists. The reason for their in- 
terest in the show is readily seen. During the 
past few years the high breeding of dogs has 
become very much of a fad among the wealthy 
who have country seats. A glance over the 
list of prize winners will show this. 
The wealthy. owners of the  high-bred 


dogs on the benches, of course, have 
to go and see how their pets are. getting along, 
and their friends go with them. It is a good 
thing for the show, and certainly is not a bad 
thing for them. 

The dog show can be heard for half a 
biock on all sides of the Garden. Such a 
din as the apoiled beauties on the 
benches make with their barking and 
their crying must be heard to be real- 
ized. There is overy variety of canine 
vocalization to be heard in the medley, from the 
sonorous baying of the hounds to the wheezy 
cough of the Mexican hairless dog. When all 
are going together, itis simply deafening, but 
nobody seems to mind it after having been in 
the Garden for a few minutes. 

The exhibits cover the entire floor of the Gar- 
den, the wire kennels being arranged in long 
aisles. In the centre of the fioor are the six 
rings where the judging is done, and where 
each afternoon and evening there is 
an exhibition given by performing and 
trick dogs. There is no band of music 
atthe show. One would be as useless there as 
in a gigantic boiler factory. The Kennel Club 
tried the experiment of a band one year. The 
experience disproved the claim that music hath 
charms to seoth. Itdid not work that way on 
the dogs, but had a very depressing effect on 
them, setting them all to howling in a most 
mournful manner. 

It is almost impossible to direct anybody as to 
what course to take in looking through the 
show. The attractions of every bench are equal- 
ly worthy of admiration. The best way is to 

t a catalogue and then start in walk- 
ng until the whole circuit of thé benches 
has been made. There are certain exhibits, 
however, which appear to haye a special charm 
for the visitors. This is notably so of the St 
Bernard benches, on whichthere are over 120 
of the finest great specimens of that noble 
breed. Every one of them is 4s picture of beauty, 
in color and in form. Many of them rep- 
resent small fortunes, some being worth as 
high as $5,000. The craze for the breed- 
tng of big dogs bas made the St. Bernard 
the most popular breed just now. There have 
been many notable animals imported since the 
last bench show, and consequently the display 
of the breed now at the Garden is by far the 
best ever seen in this country. 

This is equally true of many of the other 
breeds, among which are the pointers, the set- 
ters, the sage-looking collies, the homely bulls, 
the saucy bull terriers and fox terriers, the vari- 
ous species of hounds, spaniels, and beagles, 
and the  wmastiffs. They are all the 
noblest specimers of their kind, and 
while some are better than others, they 
are all better than most, and fit 
to be shown in any bench show. 
The various breeds of toy dogs, pugs, poodles, 
| Charles spaniels, Yorkshire terriers, and 

cotch terriers are quite as well repreSented. 
fiome of these are housed in royal fashion, and 
bask all day among silks, satins, and velvets. 
One of the humorous features of the show is to 
see the ladies whose pets the toy dogs are sit- 
ting all day long in front of their cages feeding 
them with sweetmeats. Stop to admire one of 
these exhibits, and in less than two minutes the 
fair owner will tell Sg her pet’s pedigree and 
®)] about the prizes it has won and would have 
won had the judges not been unfair. 

Yesterday was the judges’ day at the show. 
The best lot of judges in the world was se- 
cured by the management, with two objects 
in view: First, they wanted the judging to be 
gfatisfactory all around. Again, they wanted 
the judging quickly done. At past shows the 
awarding of the ribbons and prizes has lasted 
throughout the show. The result was that a 

reat many dogs were always out of the cages, 
aw examined in the rings, and, further- 
more, visitors on the early days were 
not able to pick out the animals which 
were the prize winners. The idea of the 
management was that, if the judging could be 
pretty well cleared up the first day, the show 
would be made much more attractive and the 
visitors could examine the dogs with much 
greater intelligence, knowing which were the 
finest. To carry out that idea they secured the 
following judges for the classes named:

80 expertis she at this work and at so 
many shows has she performed the duty that 
ahe knows all the dogs and they all know her. 
The handsome great beasts seemed to understand 
wher every wish as she was judging them, and 
‘sppeared to appreciate the fact that they were 
expected to look and behave just as pretty as 
they knew how to. When, after picking a win- 
ner, she would start to tie a big sash of bright-col- 
ored ribbon around thedog’s neck they seemed to 
yealize what favor she had shown them and 
reared up on their hind legs that she might pat 
their shaggy heads. it would be a great attrac- 
tion for the show if Miss Whitney would judge 
8t. Bernards every day. 

Quite as remarkable, if not just as picturesque, 
was the work of George Raper, the English 
judge. Mr. Raper never judged a show in this 
country before. He has the reputation of being 
the best and the quickest judge of dogs in Eng- 
land. His work yesterday proved, or seemed to 
prove, that he deserved to be so considered. 

He wasted no time with the poorer specimens, 
but picked out the best at * glance, and from 
them picked the prize winners with aspeed that 
made the “talent” open their eyes. - Yet not a 
decision did he render that called forth any 
serious criticism.

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SKIN GRAFTING ON A WOMAN. 


THE TISSUE SUPPLIED FROM THE ARM 
OF A FEMALE FRIEND. 


Dr. Emil Schoper of Yonkers grafted ten 
small particles of live skin tissue upon the fore- 
head of Mrs. Homer D. Baldwin yes- 
terday. This is the first of similar op- 
erations to be performed. Mrs. Baldwin 
Was one of the victims of the railroad 
accident at Hastings on Christmas Eve. Her 


injuries were of a frightful character, and her 
condition since has been oritical. The tissue 
furnished for the operation camo from the arms 
of an intimate lady friend of the patient. 

Dr. Schopen drove to the Getty House this 
afternoon and there met the woman who was to 
make the sacrifice. When eyerything was in 
readiness the lady bared her arms and extended 
them towardthe doctor. Very tenderly he raised 
a small part of the skin with a pair of mouse- 
tooth forceps. He then snipped part of the 
skin with a pair ofshears. This operation was 
performed many times, but through it all the 
woman smiled sad displayed no indications of 
flinching. 

The pieces of skin tissue so obtained were 
then transferred to the raw flesh wound on Mrs. 
Baldwin's forehead. They were planted at in- 
= of from half to three-quarters of an inch 
apar 

This operation will be followed in a few days 
by & more extensive one. As the condition of 
Mrs. Baldwin is precarious, itis considered by 
Dr. Schopen not advisable to perform long oper- 
ations on the patient. 
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HARVARD'S SIDE OF THE CASE. 





CONCERNING THE FAILURE TO ARRANGE 
BASEBALY. GAMES. 


There is not a little indignation about Cambridge 
this week because of the dispatches which are sent 
from New-Haven relative to the failure of the Har- 
vard and Yale Associations to arrange baseball dates 
for the coming season. These reports have lately 
stated that the Harvard representatives were not 
empowered to make a final agreement, but that their 


action was subject to the approval of the Graduate 
Advisory Committee on Baseball. 

It was known to all those present at the meeting 
thatthe Harvard delegates were present with full 
power to conclude arrangements for the coming sea- 
son, and their action was final, and so Yale under- 
stood it. ‘he statement recently published by the 
Yale delegates is the same as that published 
by Harvard, with the exception that that 
ot the former is ciothed in wunexplainavile 
vagueness. The important clause reads thue: “Our 

roposition was to play three games, one at Cam- 
ridge on June 23, one at New-Haven on June 24, 
and a third to take place on neutra! grounds previous 
to the games at Cambridge and New-Haven.” No 
one ever heard of suoh a thing as playing a deciding 
match the first in a series, aud the idea is ridiculous 
in the extreme. 

To speak in college parlance, Yale seems to be 
“orawling.” As was pointed out in THE TIMES at 
the beginniug ofthis “incident,” Yale has acted 
rather etrangely. At first her representatives failed 
to meet the Harvard delegates as appointed, and 
when a meeting was finally obtained Yale 
made this one proposition of having the 
neutral game played first and the last game 
at New-Haven, No one could listen to such a prop- 
osition, and the Harvard delegates wisely refused to 
acceptit. To dismiss the question of Harvard’s ob- 
jection to the arrangement proposed for the neutral 
game with the statement that it is “a matter of 
opinion,” is silly. It is precedent, an established 
custom in all contests, that the deciding contest shall 
be the last one. To have such a contest come at the 
beginning of the season, would make all other games 
meaningless and uninteresting, asjwell ae wholly un- 
necessary. To refuse to arrange games on any other 
basis than that proposed is decidedly unsportsman. 
like and a breach of that etiquette and good will 
which shouldalways exist between rival universi- 
ties. 

It seems to be true, as neutral writers on this 
topic have emphasized, that Yale is stooping to the 
lowest trickeries of the sporting world in her desire 
to avoid a fair issue, and is violating that standard of 
honor and gentlemaniiness which has characterized 
the relations of Harvard and Yaleinthe past Har- 
vard has been as much sinned against, and perhaps 
more, than she has sinned. Her athletic govern- 
ment may have been operated with more or less 
friction, but however that may be it is certain that 
there is now no friction, and hesitancy on Yale’s 
parton the pleaof mismavagement at Harvard is 
wholly unwarranted and malicious. While she was 
sustaining deteats Harvard never backed ont of her 
annual contests, but always came forward and played 
out her game no matter how badly she was handi- 
capped. After a long series of dofeats she is now in a 
position, if not of auperiority in her athletic ma- 
terial, atleastof greater quality, and she expects 
that Yale will meet her in the same open spirit which 
he hereelf showed toward Yale. The mistakes of

CURTIS MURDER TRIAL 
a : \ 
THE ARGUMENTS OF OPPOSING COUNSEL 
GIVEN TO THE JURY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.—The taking of tosti- 
mony inrebuttalin the Curtis trial closed to- 
day. Only two witnesses wera examined, both’ 
being for the defense. District Attorney Barnes’ 
then opened the argument to the jury, and said! 
he would only attempt to state the evidence’ 
fairly without any appeal to the prejudices of | 
the jury, leaving them responsible for the ‘ver- 
dict. 4 

In pursuance of this declaration he reviewed 
the testimony, laying stress on the fact that 
Mrs. Holden and Mra. Johnson, both residing 
across the street from where Officer Grant was 
shot, heard shots, saw flashes, and saw one man 
fall and only one man run away. The pistol of 
the same calibre as the one owned by Curtis was 
found near by with throe empty charges. 

When arrested, Curtis exolaimed: ““O my 
God, if I could only recall the past three or four 
hours.”” When arrested, Curtis had on his wrist 
a nipper placed there by an officer. The District , 
Attorney rehearsed the story told by Curtis, to 
the effect that he was assaulted and an officer 


was killed be A a footpad, and in closing ‘asked if 
it were possible for an intelligent man to be- 
lieve the story as told. 

Attorney Knight made the opening argument 
for the defense. He stated that Curtis was 
known by reputation to the people of the United 
States every where, and that his reputation had 
always been good. He claimed that it was im- 
possible for a mind befuddled as was Curtis’s on 
the night of the tragedy to concoct a defense 
that which has since withstood examina- 
tion unless there was a truth in his state- 
ments, and he was satisfied that Curtis never 
had been prompted as to whatdefense he should 
make. Knight said only one witness, Sergi. 
Coles, testified that the Policeman, Grant, had a 
star on when his body was found, and it was 
further claimed that Grant was in citizen’s 
clothing. Knight claimed that the prosecution 
had suppressed material evidence, though for 
what purpose he could not state. 





THE BAKER POISONING COASE. 

ABINGDON, Va., Feb. 23.—The courtroom was 
crowded to-day when the oase was called of the 
Commonwealth against Dr. J. A. P. Baker, 
charged with the murder of his wife by poison- 
ing.

The manufacturers of linseed oil are try- 
ing to agree upon a plan by which they can 
put an end to competition and take advan- 
tage of the increased duty imposed by the 
McKinley act. The Paint, Oiland Drug 
Review of the 17th inst. publishes the fol- 
lowing report of the preliminary proceed- 
ings: 

“A meeting of crushers, embracing Buffalo 
and tho West, was held in this city [Chicago] 
last week. The attendance was large, the Na- 
tional Linseed Oil Company being well repre- 
sented by its President and Directors, and the 
independent element was there in force. A 
committees on ‘ways and means’ was ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan adopted at this 
meeting. Its provisions are, in effect, such a 
leasing of mills as is necessary to curtail pro- 
duction and the regulation of deliveries by 
limiting the amount of oil as the output of such 
mills as are working. The plan is to go into ef- 
fect when it has the approval of all the mills.” 


The duty is 32 cents a gallon. For two 
or three years a close combination was able 
to take full advantage of the old duty of 
25 cents. At the present time there is open 
competition. The possibilities of profit to 
be secured by means of another combina- 
tion under the shelter of a duty of about 
100 per cent. are so enticing that the manu- 
facturers will make a great effort to restore 
‘* harmony.”

RESCUING THE DEMOCRACY. 


It is plain to any one who has watched 
the course of politics in this State for the 
last few weeks that the Democratic Party 
is in a yery threatening situation. It is 
not that it is divided, though division is 
usually looked upon by partisans as the 
most serious of dangers. It is not that itis 
apathetic, foritis the reverse of that. It 
is thatits formal and regular organization 
has fallen under the control of an un- 
scrupulous manager, who has completely 
destroyed its representative character and 
made it a corrupt instrument for the ad- 
vancement of his ownfortunes. If that had 
been possible because the great body of 
the Democratic Party were in sympathy 
with Senator HILvL’s plans, the case would 
be hopeless, becduse no party fairly and 
willingly led by such a man would de- 
serve the confidence of the country or 
could obtain it after its character was 
clearly seen. But HILw’s possession of the 
machinery, however secured, is a danger 
that cannot be ignored, because on the one 
hand it gives the party in the State a very 
bad standing in the Nation, and on the 
other, HILL’s power is sure to be used to 
betray it if he cannot carry his own ends. 
This condition of things, however, is not

THE COAL TRUST’S POLIOY. 


The people have been told by the pro- 
moters of the new Coal Combination and 
by the journals which assist these pro- 
motors that by the establishmont of “ har- 
mony ” the earnings of the railroads in the 
combination are to be increased by several 
millions of dollars every year. Some of 
these journals have occasionally permitted 
their joy to obscure their discretion and 
have pointed ont that an addition of 25 
cents per ton to the anthracite coal sold by 
the combination would yield an additional 
profit of $7,000,000 or $8,000,000, or 
enough to supply interest on a long line of 
such “junior” securities as the reorgan- 
izers of a bankrupt road sometimes issue. 
But as a rule it has been asserted that the 
additional millions of profit aro to be ob- 
tained by the practice of those mysterious 
“ economies” which always accompany the 
creation of a Trust combination, and about 
which we have heard so much in the last 
three or four years. It is admitted, how- 
ever, by those who have the most to say 
about the “economies,” that a considerable 
part of the new profits is to be procured by 
a readjustment of prices. 

To what has been said about this read- 
justment we invite the attention of all con- 
sumers of anthracite coal whose chicf 
object in life is not the elevation and 
enrichment of the City of Philadelphia. 
The Philadelphia newspapers, which with 
one accord commended in extravagant lan- 
guage the combination as soon as the com- 
pletion of it was announced, and have ever 
since becn striving to convince Gov. PaT- 
TISON that he ought not to annoy the men 
who made it, have repeatedly pointed out 
that the profits derived from the ‘‘ econo- 
mies” are to be increased largely by a re- 
adjustment of prices that will be of great 
advantage to their city. They have as- 
sured their readers that the rulers of the 
combination were pledged to make sucha 
readjustment. When they have descended 
toexplanations they have intimated that 
Philadelphia would pay no more, but prob- 
ably less, for coal, while cities outside of 
Pennsylvania would be required to pay 
prices considerably larger than those now 
taken. We begin our quotations from the 
Philadelphia papers with the following 
paragraph: 

“The recent harmonizing of the anthracite 

coal producers and transporters naturally in- 
spires vigorous protest from New-York, New- 
England, and the West, because it means that 
they must hereafter pay a fair price for their 
anthracite coal, and thus give Pennsylvania 
manufacturers and consumers the benefit of 
their geographical relations to our coal mines. 
Because New-York, New-England, and the West 
have had relatively cheaper anthracite coal 
than the people of Pennsylvania, they cannot 
hope for Pennsylvania to continue indefinitely 
such insane discriminations against our own 
people. Hitherto a manufacturer in New-York, 
in Syracuse, in Buffalo, in Boston, in Hartford, 
and even in Chicago has been put upon sub- 
stantial equality with the Pennsylvania manu- 
facturer by being able to obtain anthracite coal 
at little or no excess of cost over Pennsylvania 
competitors. It is quite time that this dis- 
crimination against our people in furnishing a 
commodity that belongs exclusively to ourselves 
should be halted and halted forever.”—Phila- 
delphia Times, Feb, 21. 
The people of Philadelphia are told that 
it is ‘‘ to be halted and halted forever” by 
the new “combine.” We commend the 
words of the Zimes to the attention of the 
manufacturers in New-England who ask 
that they shall be permitted to import bitu- 
minous coal from Canada free of duty 
and who are opposed with respect to this 
by the protected manufacturers and high- 
tariff organs of Pennsylvania. These op- 
ponents now propose that they shall be 
compelled to pay higher prices for anthra- 
cite coal, and assert that the protected 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania have suf- 
fered long from injurious discrimination! 

Tho Philadelphia Ledger asserts that “ the 
competition of the several mining trans- 
portation companies, some of them alien 
bodies not interested in the prosperity of 
Pennsylvania, which has caused them to 
reduce the price of coal to the manufact- 
urers of the East and West, especially to 
those of New-England,” will now “be 
ended.” It continues: 

“Tho anthracite coal mining and carrying 
trade will be virtually under its [the Reading’s) 
direction, and the first effect of the change will 
be that of securing as fair prices for coa) abroad 
as at home. The manufagturers of this State 
will pay no more, but probably less, for their sup- 
plies, while the price to those of distant places 
will be sufficiently high to insure just projits. The 
advanced price to foreign consumers, which will 
furnish larger revenues, will not be the only 
gain made by the adoption of a common policy 
by the lately contending companies.”— Philadel 
phia Ledger, Feb. 12, 

This was one of the earliest announce- 
ments of the new policy and was regarded 
as one made by authority. 

“Tt is no longer necessary to sell anthracite in 
New-York and the Eastern States at prices com- 
petitive with those of New-York companies. 
That trade can now be placed on a natural basis 
and the price regulated according to the distance 
hauled. This is all that Philadelphia needs to 
give her the advantage in the item of fuel. The 
application of the same prinoiple will also give 
her an advantage in iron and other materials. 
Philadelphia will be able to produce goods ocon- 


siderably cheaper, grade for grade, than New- 
York can.”—Philadelphia Inquirer, Feb. 13. 


It is expected that the combination will 
fix prices on a basis which will be regarded 
as “natural” from the Philadelphia point 
of view, and the combination has agreed, 
it is said, to do this.

perienced such a sense of enfranchisement 
and disenthrallment as this untying of* 
their commercial gyves has given them 
since the Fourth of July, 1776, when the 
old bell in Independence Hall rang out the 
news of the Declaration.” But did those 
who rang that bell foresee that in these 
days the press of Philadelphia would re- 
joice over the completion of an unlawful 
combination to control the production and 
price of one of the necessaries of life? 
Here are a fow words from the weekly or- 
gan of Mr. Doran’s high-tariff association: 

“The manufacturers of New-York and the 
East are not to continue to obtain cheap power 


at the expense of the manufacturers of this 
Commonwealth.”—T7he Manufacturer, Feb. 20. 


We might publish many more extracts 
from the Philadelphia papers to the same 
effect, for our contemporaries in that city 
have rejoiced daily over the determination 
and promise of the master of the new 
“combine” to draw the ring’s profits from 
those “foreign” consumers who have been 
oppressing and strangling the unfortunate 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania. “It is 
Mr. McLxrop’s theory,” said the Philadel- 
phia Press on the 11th, ‘‘ that the industries 
of Pennsylvania are now paying fair and 
reasonable prices for their fuel, but that 
the rates now prevailing at New-York, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, in Canada, and other distant 
points should be so equalized that they 
will bear a proper and just relation to the 
location of these markets with regard to 
the source of supply.” It is necessary to 
read something between the lines of this 
statement and of some of the others we 
have quoted. Friendly descriptions of a 
policy which involves an arbitrary increase 
of prices are not made unnecessarily offen- 
sive. It should not be forgotten, by the 
way, that the prices “now prevailing,” to 
which Mr. McLrop referred, are those 
which were established on Jan, 28, when 
the prices of coal were advanced 25 cents a 
ton at a meeting held in this city. 

We have taken so much from the columns 
of the Philadelphia papers because it seems 
to us that the repeated and confident utter- 
ances of those papers disclose certain feat- 
ures of tho ‘‘combine’s” policy which have 
not received the attention they deserve 
among the consumers of anthracite coal in 
that “foreign” and unfortunate region 
which surroundsthe Commonwealth that 
is fortunate in possessing the supplies of 
anthracite coal, but so very unfortunate in 
suffering persecution and oppression at the 
hands of manufacturers in New-England 
and New-York. When the process of de- 
veloping the ‘“‘economies” shall have been 
clearly disclosed, it is possible that Gov. 
PATTISON will not be the only executive 
officer to whom complaint will be made, 
and that the Dauphin County court will 
not be the only legal tribunal before which 
questions relating to this combination will 


come. 
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DEGRADING THE MEDICAL PRO- 
FESSION. 

The Legislature of 1890 made a law 
which had been long desired by the medic- 
al profession and by all other people who 
believe that the practice of medicine and 
surgery should be restricted to persons who 
have a thorough knowledge of the science 
of medicine and the art of healing. This 
law provided for the appointment by the 
Regents of the University of the State of 
New-York of three Boards of Examiners, 
one representing the Medical Society com- 
posed of physicians belonging to the school 
commonly called allopathic, one repre- 
senting the homeopathic school, and 
one the eclectic school. The duty of 
these Boards of Examiners was to make 
examination of all applicants for license 
to practice medicine or surgery in this 
State, each applicant having the right of 
selecting the particular board by which he 
should be examined, so that there should 
be no prejudice or partiality as between 
the several so-called schools of medicine, 
All were placed on an equal basis, the sole 
purpose being to prevent uneducated and 
incompetent persons from imposing them- 
selyes upon the community as qualified 
physicians and surgeons. The law was to 
go into operation on Sept. 1, 1891, and: did 
not affect any persons already licensed to 
practice here, 

Now, it would be thought that this was a 
reasonable law and a necessary one, The 
wonder is that such conditions were not 
prescribed before. If there is any kind of 
persons from whom the ignorant and the 
poor need to be especially protected it is 
the class of mercenary pretenders in the 
healing art. They not only fail to earn the 
fees that they extort, but they not seldom 
do irreparable harm to those who trust 
inthem. It would be supposed also that 
honest medical schools of all kinds would 
rejoice in the establishment of such tests 
of the efficacy and thoroughness of their 
instruction. To pass -this examination 
ought to be the desire and pride of every 
medical student. What, then, is the natural 
inference regarding medica] students who 
show a great desire to avoid it? There 
are such students, and, what is worse, the 
members of the Legislature appear to be 
quite willing to aid them in doing it, for 
what reason it would be hard to guess. 

Last year, on the petition of students of 
the Long Island College Hospital, the Leg- 
islature passed a law providing that the 
act of 1890 should not apply to students 
who matriculated in any legally incorpo- 
rated medical college of the State before 
the 5th day of June, 1890, upon furnish- 
ing proof of such matriculation. This act, 
in fact, exempted from the operations 
of the act of 1890 all who had begun their 
medical studies before it became a law, 
for it was approved June 5, 1890. 
There was no good reason for this, 
for, as these students were still pur- 
suing their studies, some of them havy- 
ing their entire course in medicine yet 
to be taken, they should have been re- 
quired to satisfy the fair conditions of the 
new standard, and the colleges ought, in 
their own interest, to have ingisted that 
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the education farnished and acquired lacks 
something of sufficiency. But the act was 
passed and the fearful students obtained 
exemption from impartial examination by 
skilled practitioners. 

That was presumed to be an end of this 
weak and discreditable policy, but now 
come the students of the Albany Medical 
School, to the number, as we are informed, 
of abouta hundred, petitioning for an ex- 
emption of all students who began their 
medical studies before the 1st day of De- 
cember, 1890, thus extending the period of 
exemption to those who did not enter upon 
their studies until six months after the law 
establishing these examinations was passed. 
There is not a shadow of reasonable ex- 
cuse for permitting these students to shirk 
the test which the united medical fac- 
ulty of the State has procured 
to be established for the elevation 
of the profession and the security of the 
public. If they are not able to pass such 
an examination, let them continue their 
studies until they are. It would be better 
for them, better for their school, better for 
the profession, and better for the patients 
upon whom they seem somewhat too eager 
to experiment. But the Senate has already 
passed the bill, only three members of the 
committee to which it was referred attend- 
ing the hearing appointed by them- 
selves, at which distinguished members 
of the medical profession appeared to 
remonstrate, Has the Albany Medical 
School a political “pull”? Is it the inten- 
tion to continue efforts to postpone the 
taking effect of a beneficent law? The 
tendency of this policy is plainly to en- 
courage less efficiency in the medical 
schools of this State than in those of other 
States whose students may desire to prac- 
tice here. But it is unwise on every 
ground, and the bill ought to be killed in 
the Assembly or by the Governor's veto. 








THE RACE QUESTION. 

There is something undeniably farcical 
in the situation of the two hundred negroes 
who are now stranded in this town, having 
been misled, apparently by themselves 
alone, into believing thut they had only to 
present themselves herein order to be as- 
sured of a free passage to Liberia. But 
there is also a very serious side to this sit- 
uation. It shows that in some parts of the 
South the discontent of the negroes with 
their let and their surroundings is so great 
as to induce them to migrate upon very 
vague and shadowy expectations of an im- 
provement. This showing is merely cumu- 
lative of the demonstrations to the same 
effect that have been making at intervals 
ever since the close of the war. The 
reliance of the present emigrants appears 
to be upon the Colonization Society, and 
that society appears to be an anachronism. 
It was begun in order to furnish a partial 
solution of the slavery question. If the 
deportation of all the negroes in the coun- 
try had been practicable, it would have 
provided a complete solution of the slavery 
question and of the race question together. 
At present, however, the society seems to 
have no other reason for existing than to 
maintain a Liberian ‘“‘ boom.” The motives 
of itsmanagers are of course not mercenary, 
butitis not clear what good they propose 
to themselves from the continuance of the 
society, since itis absurdly inadequate as 
a help to the solution of any problem con- 
nected with the present or the future of 
the African race in this country. 

Now that slavery has disappeared forever, 
it may be admitted that it was in its way a 
complete though iniquitous solution of the 
race question, to which no alternative 
solution has been presented, There is no 
negro question in any State in which the 
negroes form an inconsiderable fraction of 
the population; but there is no State in 
which they approach an equality of num- 
bers with the whites in which there is not 
such a question, with industrial, political, 
and social phases. In all these phases it is 
a troublesome question, and a question of 
increasing urgency. The Southern whites 
complain that the negroes will not work 
steadily and witha view toan improvement 
in their condition, but only by starts and to 
answer their immediate needs, which are of 
the simplest description. That is to say, 
there is no labor available in the South 
which can be trusted either for the ordinary 
operations of agriculture or for the support 
of new enterprises. Moreover, the negroes 
are “insolent,” and this is a Southern com- 
plaint that has more importance than is apt 
to be attached to it by Northerners, who do 
not consider the difference between a com- 
munity in which the negroes are insignifi- 
cant in numbers and one in which they 
equal or outnumber the whites. This is the 
social phase of the problem. The political 
phase is not of much present importance, 
since in those States in which the negro 
vote is large enough to be formidable it is 
scarcely denied that it is suppressed by the 
whites. 

Now slavery disposed of the whole ques- 
tion very summarily. The negro was made 
to work and he had no political or social 
rights that the whites respected oracknowl- 
edged. It may be admitted that the negro 
is not so trustworthy a worker for an em- 
ployer as he was in the old days, On the 
other hand, he is a far more trustworthy 
worker for himself. The condition of the 
negro laborer is not so good, possibly, as it 
was before the war. The negroes who have 
bettered their condition have done so by 
working forthemselves. That the change 
from slavery to freedom and tenant farm- 
ing has been upon the whole an economic 
advantage is amply proved by the in- 
crease of the cotton crop in a ratio quite 
eut of proportion to the increase of 
population. The cotton crop of 1860, the 
last year before the war, was the greatest 
that had been harvested up to-that time. 
It amounted to 4,669,770 bales. The cot- 
ton crop of 1891 amounted to 8,665,518 
bales. The colored population of the 
South, by which the actual labor of culti- 
vating the crop was furnished in both 
cases, had increased by but 50 per cent., 
while the crop had nearly doubled. This 
isa fact which shows that, however the 
white employers resent the untrustworthi- 
ness of hired black labor, the change from 
slave labor to free has been in the great 
Southern staple a marked economical im- 
provement, It goes far to justify the con- 
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lecture delivered in this-city last evening, 
that the real problem of fhe South is not 
the black, but the poor white. 

Nevertheless, the appearance of these 
fugitives in New-York goes to show that 
the Southern negro is not contented with 
his lot. If his discontent be the result of 
his own laziness and improvidence, there 
is nothing for it but to let him learn in his 
own way the necessity of industry and 
thrift. It is possible that his discontent is 
fostered by the smattering of knowledge he 
has picked up. It is certain that an exten- 
sion of the common school system through- 
out the South will ultimately have the 
effect of making colored labor more efficient 
and more contented, and in that extension, 
and notin fantastic schemes of coloniza- 
tion, is to be sought the solution of the 
race question. 











The proceedings of the Labor Conference 
in St. Louis yesterday indicate that the 
construction of a platform upon which all 
can agree will be hardly possible, unless it 
is several columns long and full of incon- 
sistencies, so that each set of specialists 
may get its own creed stated and then feel 
at liberty to ignore the rest. The only 
apparent ground of union so far is the 
common dissatisfaction with existing con- 
ditions. The Knights of Labor have formu- 
lated their demands, which all by them- 
selves make a sufficiently crazy declaration 
of principles, but there are from ten to 
twenty other Leagues, Alliances, and Asso- 
ciations to be heard from. Although the 
purpose of this conference was to organize a 
third party, the influential Southern mem- 
bers have promptly given notice that they 
cannot be counted in for that purpose. A 
convention which brings together such 


opinionated, talkative, and combative 
leaders as IGNATrUS DONNELLY, Gen. 
WEAVER, Mr. PowprEeRty, Dr. MoCunz, 


Miss FRANCES WILLARD, Mr. POLK, JERRY

MR. MANSFIELD. 

Richard Mansfield produced, at the Garden 
Theatre last night, a sketchy four-act piece 
made upof mixed elements, but with the far- 
cical spirit predominating. It is called * Ten 
Thousand a Year,” and is founded on Samuel 
Warren's famous novel so named. 

Mr. Manstfield’s part is Tittlebat Titmouse, in 
the book a preposterous, selfish, vulgar, and 
brutal little bully placed temporarily in the 
possession of riches, the abuse of which shatters 
his small intellect so that when he is deprived 
of them he becomes a doddering imbecile 
There is scarcely a trace of goodness in War- 
ren’s Titmouse. The play aims, however, to ex- 
hibit a different sort of character; or rather to 
develop traits in the same personage that the 
novelist denied to him. 

The play, therefore, can scarcely be regarded 
as a serious dramatization of the book, because 








the main purpose of that once popular 
but now neglected work is overlooked 
entirely by the dramatist. The great 
popularity in tho last generation of 


of Warren’s long narrative, with its excess of 
legal lore, strikes the young reader of this time 
humorously. He finds “Ten Thousand a Year” 
stupid reading; its humor seems to him grossly 


exaggerated; much of its meaning is lost to 
him, and he is aptto smile at the author’s 
evidently sincere admiration of Toryism. 

The pictures of London low life have none of 
the genial humor and vividness that keep the 
novels of Dickens alive. Even Lawyer Gaim- 
man, by far the strongest personage in the 
book, is not a live man. The _ senti- 
mental passages, involving the affairs of 
the Aubreys, have the rococo quality of the 
sentiment in the now unread English novels of 
tho early part of this century and the sentiment 
in the plays of the younger Colman, Reynolds, 
and their contemporaries. Kate Aubrey 1s no 
more real than Caroline Dormer. 

Everybody who has good taste reads Thack- 
eray with intellectual profit, but we do not like 
him because he gave such names as Tuft Hun- 
ter to his characters, and a book that contains 
such names as Rotgut Wildfire, Oily Gammon, 
Dismal Horror, Bloodsuck, Clipclose, Spitfire of 
Scorpion Court, Smirk Mudflint, and Woodlouse 
needs the undying genius and sincerity of a 
Bunyan to keep it alive fur half a century. 

Yet Warren’s novel was written with a serious 
purpose that was always held steadfastly in 
vidw,,and that purpose is not recognized in the 
play, which is of slight substance, with a touch 
of fleeting pathos here and there, and 
one or two dramatic incidents, which 
searcely raise it to the level of comedy. Muoh 
material has been taken from Warren. Even 
the incident of the hair dye that ig warranted 
to make red hair a glossy black, but 

roduces a brillant pea-green shade instead 
4 Warren’s idea ‘The scene of the novel 
in which Gammon threatens to deprive 
Titmouse of his wealth and position is para- 
phrased with a diferentend in view. But the 
play has no purpose greater than that of the 
old farce in which lucky Kobin Roughead is the 
hero, and ita texts and incidents frequently re- 
mind the spectator of the Maddison Morton 
farces. 

Until Act III. the original story is not depart- 
ed from, though itis never followed very sert- 
ously. The Aubreys, except Miss Aubrey, 
who appears in two short scenes, do not 
come into view. With the close of Act IILI., 
when Titmouse hands to Miss Aubrey the 
documents which are to restore to her father 
his inheritance, Warren is forgotten altogether. 
lt was no part of his scheme to make Titmouse 
capable of a generous impulse. But the Tit- 
mouse of the play is an amiable fellew, 
with all his coarseness; he has some of 
tbe instincts of a gentleman, and is capable of 
sincere love. His love for Tessie Tagrag, who 
was far above him jn social station when he 
was a shopman, and is equally far below him 
when he is Squire of Yatton, is the mainspring 
of the action. 

Mr. Mansfield. had a remarkable first-night 
audience. Many men and women of note in the 
social life of New-York and other cities were 
present. Large bouquets of roses, hyacinths, 
und lilies of the valley were the gift of the 
actor to the ladies in the boxes. The house 
was crowded, The rising of the ‘ourtain 
was awaited with eager expectancy. Most 
cordial greetings were given to Mr. Mansfield 
Miss Cameron, Mr. Harkins. Mr. Ferguson, and 
others of his comgeey. The performance was 
toliowed with kindly interest, and the applause 
was generous throughout the evening. 

While the par is not much asa work of art, 
it is probably all that could be expected in the 
clroumstances. There are some arid wastes in 
it, but there are plenty of bright spots. The 
third act, with its little satire of social 
foibles, acts particularly well. The dram- 
atist, Miss Emma Y. Sheridan, has, indeed, 
done her work remarkably well. Moreover, the 
costumes of the forties worn by all the actors 
give the representation a quaint effect that is 
quite in keeping with the subject, and is pleas- 
ing to the eye. 

In producing this piece, which seems to bea 
sortof comic corollary to his ‘Beau Brum- 
mell,” Mr. Mansfield seems to have had in 
mind the prevailing taste for low comedy. 
His new character belongs to no 
higher level. The defect in the _ per- 
formance seems to us to be _ that 
he is far above his character, His acting, as 
such, is not at fault, though his tempo, so to 
speak, is a trifle too slow for the best effect, but 
his personality does not fit the commonplace 
type. Titmouse is an extravagant carica- 
ture, but he is essentially commonplace. 
Mr. Mansfield is always extraordinary 
His individuality is erate =f marked 
and it always suggests intellect. In spite of his 
make-up and his gaudy clothes his Titmouse is 
by far the most distinguished-looking man in 
the play. He looks much more like a lord tha 
the Earl of Dreadlingcourt. He speaks b 
English, but in a manner that does not remote- 
ly resemble that of a cockney shopman. 

Mansfield is a very versatile actor, but there 
is a limit to everything; and his audience last 
night, largely composed of persons who see in 
him and js work much ho for the 
future of our stage, seemed to feel that the sub- 
ject he had chosen was beneath him. What 
other audiences will think remains to be seen. 

Mr. Mansfield’s performance, however, de- 
serves much closer attention than we oan give 
to it this morning, and will be better worth 
examination when it has been repeat 
ed a tew times. The work of his com-

MBASURES RUSHED THROUGH ABOUT’ 
WHICH THE MAJORITY OF MEM-. 
BERS KNOW NOTHING—A BILL FOR:

AvBany, Fob. 23.—The reckless legislation 
that has become so marked. feature of the 
present Senate and Assembly threatens, if it is 
continued, to bring scandal before the session 
ends. The most fiagitious case of the session 
ocourred in the Assembly tonight. Timothy D. 
Sullivan (Dem.) of New-York introduced a bill 
which, he explained, had passed the Assembly 
last year, but had died in the dead-lock. He 
asked unanimous consent that it be advanced to 
third reading and passed ut once. 

Mr. Bhields (Dem.) of Kings objected Sulli- 
van and Sulzer (Dem.) of New-York rushed over 
to Shields and finally persuaded him to with- 
draw his objection. Sullivan seid that the bill 
related to the departments of New-York. It 
Was ordered to second and third reading with- 
outa single objection or the slightost opposi- 
tion or question raised against it. Of the 120 
members in the Honse not more than half a 
dozen heard even the title read. 

The bill permits any Fire Commissioner of the 
City of New-York to be elected to an office with- 
out resigning the first office. It was believed to 
be drawn to permit Henry D. Purroy to run for 
Commissioner in the annexed district, in place 
of Henry Heintz, without surrendering his post- 
tion of Fire Commissioner. 

To-morrow morning a call of the House will 
be ordered to allow the Assembly to take up the 
Huckleberry Railway bill in the annexed dis- 
trict. This is without doubt the most iniqul- 
tous measure affecting the City of New-York 
yet introduced in the Legislature. Its failure 
to pass a few weeks ago was due to the refusal 
of some of the more independent Democrats to 
be delivered bodily over to this corporation by 
the oligarchs who are running Democratic Btato 

aitics. Since then, however, orders have been 
Poocived here from the New-York bosses in effect 
that every Democrat is expected to vote for the 
bill at every step. The World’s Fair bill is also 

xpected to be reported from the Ways and 

eans Committees with the Sunday a 
clause climinated and with the appropriation o 
$300,000, as fixed by the Senate. Gen. Husted 
(Rep.) ot Westchester says lhe intends to offer an 
amendment raising the Sgn oeer pes to $5090,-

THE SENATE’S TIME WASTED. 

The time of the Senate at its session this 
afternoon was wasted in rethrashing old straw, 
in an attempt by botb parties to shift the ro- 
sponsibility of the dead-lock last Spring, which 
was brought about by the introduction of a 


resolution authorizing the Committee on Canals 
to discover, if possible, where the big annual 
appropriations disappeared to.

OBITUARY. 


CARDINAL MERMILLOD. 
Cardinal Gasper Mermillod, Bishop of Lau- 
sanne and Geneva, whose serious illness was 
announced a few days ago, died at Berne 
yesterday. He was born in 1824 at Carouge, 
near Genova, became an ecclesiastio at an 
early ago, and in 1846 was parish pricst 
at Geneva. There he displayed remarkable 


the Church of Notre Dame, which was opened 
in 1857, and obtained great influence at Rome 
on account of his zeal and eloquence. In 1864 
he was consecrated Bishop of Hebron, in parti- 


bus, and appointed auxiliary to the Bishop of 
Lausanne and Geneva as Vicar General. 

In 1873 Pius [X. nominated him Vicar Apos- 
tolic of Geneva, which was thus separated 
from the Diocese of Lausanne. This act was 
considered as the creation of anew hicrarchial 
office in the canton without the consenf$ of the 
Government, and the Bishop was exiled. For 
ten years Bishop Mermillod was active in 
France, in Rome, and in other parts of Europe. 
In 1879 Leo XIIL settled the dispute by ap- 
pointing the new Bishop of Freiburg-Lausanne 
also Bishop of Geneva, Dr. Mermillod only re- 
taining the title of Bishop. Cardinal Mermillod 
has published numerous sermons, conferences, 
discourses, and other works on theological 
topics.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Right Hon. Sir Henry Cotton, D. C. L., P. C., 
late Lord Justice of her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, 
diedin England yesterday. He was the younger 
son of the late William Cotton of Walwood House, 
near Leytonstone, EHesex. He was born May 20, 
1821, and was educated at Eton and at Christ Col- 
lege, Oxford. He was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in January, 1846, and. having gained a large 
practice as a chancery barrister, he obtained a silk 
gown in December, 1866. He was madea bencher 
of his inn in January, 1867, and was appointed 
standing counsel to the Usiversity of Oxford in 
1872. He was appointed in June, 1877, to succeed 
the late Sir Gecrge Mellish as one of the Lord 
Justices of Appeal of the High Court of Judicature. 
He retired in 1877. 

Col. Dudley W. Strickland, son of the late Rev. 
W. P. Strickland, D. D., died at hia residence in 
Chicago, Feb. 20, of heart failure. He was admitted 
to the bar in New-York, and began the practice of 
law in the Spring of 1860. Early in 1861 he joined 
the Forty-eighth Regiment of New-York State Vol- 
unteers, receiving a commission as Captain of Com- 
pany H. He wasthree years in the army, and was 
promoted to the rank of Major, and afterward be- 
came Lieutevant Colonel. He resumed the practice 
of law at the close of the war. He was a member of 
the Grand Army of the Republio and of the Loyal 
Legion. He leaves a wife and four children. 

Gideon F.T. Reed died at Jamaica Plains, a suburb 
of Boston, yesterday, at the age of seventy-eight 

ears. He was born in Surrey, Mass. He was long 

dentified with the jewelry trade, previous to 1850, 
in connection with Lincoln, Reed & Co. of Boston. 
That year he became associated with Tiffany & Co. 
ofthis city, and his introduction into the firm re. 
sulted in their establishing a permanent branch of 
the honse in Paris under the iirm nameof Tiffany, 
Reed & Co. The funeral will take place from his 
residence at Jamaica Plains, Mass., to-morrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock.

ELECTRIC LIGHT ASSOCIATION.

FIFTEENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
SESSION AT BUFFALO. 


BurralLo, N, Y., Feb. 23.—The fifteenth an- 
nual convention of the National Electric Light 
Association began hore to-day. There are about 
150 present. President Charles R. Huntley 
called the convention to order and introduced 
Mayor Bishop, who made the address of wel- 
come. 

President Huntley then delivered his anuual 
address. The California Electrical Society sent 
a pressing invitation to hold the next conven- 
tion in San Francisco. It was referred to the 
Executive Committee. 

M. J. Francisco of Rutland, Vt., Chairman of 
the Committee on Underground Conduits and 
Conductors, made a report. In New-York, he 
said, the conduits would be a success wereit not 
for the exorbitant rentals. 

The chief feature of the evening session was 
the public discussion of the problem of ‘“ trans- 
mission of be precipitated by Carl Hering. 
He argued that transmission by shaft, belt, and 
rope was impracticable except for cher 
distances; transmission by water direotly 
was limited to articularly favorable 
localities; transmission by steam was 
more general, but expensive and limited 
to a comparatively small radius; transmission 
by gas was successful for more than a hundred 
milés out, but limited to localities where nat- 
ural gag was found; transmission by com- 

ressed air wasthe chief rival of electricity, 

hongh its introduction was slow. The most 
usual method of transmitting power was by 
transporting coal. Hence, with the exception 
of compressed air and the railroads, the field 
was quite clear from rivals for electrical trans- 
mission. 

The session will continue three days. The 
delegates will visit Niagara Falls to-morrow.

ICE CROP IN MAINE. 

BANGOR, Me, Feb. 23.—Theo ioe crop of the 
two great ice-producing rivers of Maine, the 
Penobscot and the Kennebec, good in ordinary 
years for 1,500,000 tons, can now be set down 
as a three-quarters failure. Monday and to-day 
the sun beat upon the fields which had upon 
them no snow, striking all the ice and suspend- 
ing operations. 

There cannot be found upon tide water in 
either river ice over ten inches thick, and this 
is honeycombed to such an extent as will make 
necessary some days of freezing weather to put 
it in merchantable condition. 

Only about 60,000 tons of fee have been put 
up onthe Penobscot, all of which will not fill 
contracts. Baltimore, Faladelobio, Washing- 
ton, and Norfolk are depending largely upon 
the Kennebec, as dealers in those cities have 
permanent houses along the banks. It bas 
never been considered safe to put up March ice, 
and unless the next three weeks should be un- 
precedentedly cold there will not be a pound of 
gocd ice for market. Such as has been housed 
averages fourteen inches.

ANOTHER RUMOR THAT THE LEADER 
HAS BEEN SHOT. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 22.—A report has 
reached here, that Catarino Garza has been 
caught and shot by Mexigan soldiers in the State 
of Tamaulipas, Mexico, but nothing of a con- 
firmatory character is known at either the Mex- 
ican Consulate or military headquarters.

“GRAND CENTRAL PETE” IN CUSTODY 


AT DENVER. 


DENVER, Feb. 23.—Detective Reno made an 
important arrest to-day in the person of Peter 
Lake, alias ‘‘ Grand Central Pete,” alias “ Lane,” 
who is one of the sharpest confidence men in 
America.

DOCTORS EQUIPPED WITH VACCINE 
POINTS AND BACKED BY POLICEMEN 
—CONSTERNATION AMONG THE PA-- 
TRONS OF BOWERY HOTELS, 


Officers of the Bureauof Contagious Diseases 
began last night to ransack the lodging houses 
of the city for typhus fever and smallpox cases. 
Fifteen physicians and fifteen sanitary police- 
men started forth on this obeerful mis 
sion under the direction of Dr. Oyrus Edson. 
To each physician was Assigned a district and 
& policeman to help him work it, and the 
search will be continued until each lodging 
house in New-York has been visited and exam- 
ined. It is expected that the inspection will be 
completed to-morrow night. The lodging houses 
visited oF to be visited are in the Bowery, in 
Delancey, Suffolk, East Houston, Broome, 
Orchard, Rivington, Forsyth, New Cham- 
bers, Worth, Catharine, Baxter, Mulberry, 
Mott, Division, Cherry, Chrystie, Water, Green- 
wich, Gansevoort, West Thirtieth, South, Roose- 
velt, Pell, Duane, Bayard, James, Wooster, 
Thompson, East Sixty-fifth, East Ninety-sev- 
enth, Second, East Twenty-third, East Twenty- 
sixth, East Forty-fourth, and Pearl Streets, 
in Catharine Slip, in Chatham Square, in First, 
Second, Third, and Tenth Avennes, and in Park 
Row. 

The doctors and the sanitary squad were as- 
sembled at 8 o’clock at the rooms of the Bureau 
of Contagious Diseases, in Mulberry Street op- 
posite Police Headquarters. Each doctor had 
& pocketfull of vaccine points and sev- 
eral strong cigars, and after receiving in- 
structions from Dr. Edson, they started 
out in fifteen directions on their work. 
Each lodging house keeper had previously 
been notified to keep a list of all those who ap- 
plied for rooms and to afford every facility for 
an inspection of his place. The Bowery 
was divided into four districts, Park Row 
into two districts, and all of Pearl Street 
was put in one district. The other streets were 
allotted by neighborhoods. 

The appearance of the sanitary squad on the 
Bowery created a sensation. e first place 
visited was the World Hotel, at11 Bowery. It was 
9 o’clook when Dr. Lyman and his assistants and 
Officer Niehoff got there,Jand‘the “parlor” of the 
hotel was full of men extracting solace from 4 
red-hot stove, smoking black clay pipes and 
reading last week’s newspapers. The hotel isa 
large structure, containing 350 rooms, and there 
are two entrances. As Dr. Lyman and the officer 
stepped into the parlor on the second floor, an 
elderly person by the stove gave the 
alarm and there was a general scramble 
ror the doors. The officer barred one 
door, but a dozen patrons made a grand rush 
through the other door, fell over one another 
down stairs, and escaped. Once on the Bowery 
they proceeded to give the alarm, and the news 
that the sanitary squad was out was known in 
every lodging house on the street in a very 
sbort time, and for an hour there was a steady 
procession marching down every side street 
and vanishing in the darkness. 

Those who remained in the World Hotel par- 
lor were ordered to bare their arms. Some of 
them complied, and others refused outright 
or swore with vehemence that they had 
recently been vaccinated. Dr. Lyman and his 
assistant were treated to a wonderful variety of 
excuses. One young fellow said ho had alread 
enough vaccination in him to last a thousan 
years; another said he had been vaccinated 
three times within a year, and a fatold man 
with a brogue remarked that he was vacci- 
nated twice in England, once in Ireland, 
had had the smalipox twice since, and 
felt safe from contagion. One by 
one they were made to bare their arms. 
While the examination was going on in the 

arlor several men entered and applied for 
odging, but endeavored to retreat when they 
saw the doctor. Great was their disgust when 
they found what a trap they had walked into, 
and they pleaded to be allowed to depart. 

After examining or vaccinating all in the par- 
lor, Dr. Lyman went upstairs, and a search 
was made of the little sleeping rooms, in which 
a number of lodgers had concealed themselves, 
and looked the doors behind them. ‘‘Come, got 
out of that and be vaccinated,” said Dr. Ly- 
man, knocking on one of the doors. 

“ Pfwate that?’ cried a surly voice. 

“Come out and get vaccinated,” said the po- 
liceman, beating a tattoo on the door with his 

lub. 
carr Go away wid yo; I’m waxinated onme feet,” 
said the man within. 

He refused to open the door, and the clerk of 
the hotel climbed to the top of the partition, 
leaned over and unbolted the door, A man in 
bed stuck out both feet with an oath and a 
threat to shoot, and said he would leave the 

lace sooner than submit to vaccination. 

e kicked so vigorously that he was allowed to 
dress and depart, which ho did after collecting 
15 cents at the desk. A dozen early sleepers 
were routed out of their bunks and vaccinated 
by matchlight. 

The house was explored from top to bottom, 
and men were pulled out of many dark corners 
and unexpected places. Few of them wero 
anxious to be vaccinated and fully a dozen 
chose the alternative of going out into the 
balmy air of the Bowery and “roosting” on the 


rb. 
Sixty persons wero vaccinated in the World 
Hotel, and then Dr. Lyman’s virus gave out, 
and work was suspended for the night. The 
other doctors on the Bowery met with similar 


experiences. 
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WANTS HIS TICKETS PRINTED. 


THE INTERPRETATION OF THE ELECTION 
LAW INVOLVED. 


NEWEURG, N. Y., Feb. 23.—A new phase of the 
election law will be brought up to-morrow, 
when James McCord of this city will apply to 
Judge Barnard of Poughkeepsie for amandamus 
to compel Daniel J, Coutant, City Clerk, to print 
him a ticket, to be known as “‘ Independent,” for 
the coming charter election. 

McCord was at one time an Odell man, but 
had a will of hisown and declined to wear the 
collar. We has for five years been a Water Com- 
missioner, and a good one; but the Republican 
ring would not nominate him. He secured the 
500 sicnatures and placed himself in nomina- 
tion. Then the Republican candidates protested 
against his placing their names for other city 
offices on his ticket. This was dono within 
fifteen days of election, as provided by law. The 
Democrats waited a day or two longer, and then 
went through the same programme. MoCord 
named his full ticket, however, from the Demo- 


crates and demanded-.of the City Clerk that the 
Independent tickets be so printed. The Clerk 
refuses, hence the application. Mr. McCord 
says he Is acting under Section 17 of the elec- 
tion law as it at present exists. 

In the meantime the ticket ought to be in the 
hands of the printer, 80 as to be prepared in ac- 
cordance with law, and official announcements 
should be made through the papers of the candl- 
dates. All this is delayed. If a mandamus is 
granted to-morrow, made returnable within 
twenty-four hours, it will be Friday at least be- 
fore the Clerk oan begin to carry out the pro- 
visions of the law, and he will have sharp work 
to cover the requirements

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NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


—— 
THE BILLS WHICH WERE UP FOR AC- 
TION IN BOTH HOUSES YESTERDAY. 


TRENTON, Feb. 23.—Assemblymen Potts of 
Hudson and Kalisch of Essex made a big fight 
in the House to-day for the passage of an act 
introduced by Kalisch that praotioally repeals 
the Stull mechanios’ len law of 1890. It is 
known of all men now that the Stull law was 
wholly and only in the interest of the material 
men. Cole and some others worked like beavers 
against the repealer. On the roll oallonly 29 
votes could be counted for it, and it was defeat- 
ed. The House'was a slim one, and there is 
some hope that, with the fuller attendance in 
the morning, a motion to reconsider may pre- 
vail. 

The bill for the establishment of a State Com- 
mission of Surveyors was defeated in the Sen- 


ate. Senator Gardner thought, however, that 
it was so inline with other legislation estab- 
lishing State boards that it ought to commend 
itself tothe gentlemen of the majority. Studer’s 
bill permitting the Newark oar companies to 
maintain their trolley wires in spite of the ad- 
verse decision of the State Supreme Court was 
sent to the Senate by the House to-day for con- 
currence. 

Assemblyman Parker of Monmouth has been 
unnecessarily stirred up by a discussion in the 
State prints as to where the first Legislature 
of the State assembled; whether at Elizabeth, 
as some contend, or at Perth Amboy, as others 
allege, or in the Atlantic Highlands, as Mr, 
Parker believes. To-day he asked for a special 
committee to make inquiry into this important 
public question, and when the committee was 
appointed it was invested with authority to 
send for persons and papers. It is questionable 
whether the committee’s subpoena will be re- 
spected in the regions to which the ante-Revo- 
lutionary heroes, who can alone give valuable 
testimony on the point, have retired. 

A bill that passed the House to-day adds 
$50,000 to the appropriation for the New-Jersey 
exhibit at the Chicago Exposition. World’s 
Fair Commissioner Smith, who is one of the 
gentlemen from Essex on the Assembly floor, 
urged that the money is needed for a suitable 
building on the grounds, 

Senator Barrett introduced two bills author- 
izing the appointment of a Deputy State Treas- 
urer and a Deputy State Controller. These are 
to be selected from the attachés already in the 
offices of the two State officials, and their new 
titles are not to bring them enlarged salaries. 
The State Treasurer and State Controller live 
far away from the Capitol, and the public serv- 
ice requires that some one shall have legal au- 
thority to act for them when they cannot be on 


hand. 

The bill that paralyzes the arm of Cleveland’s 
Tax Board in Jersey City by superseding it with 
a separate Board of Tax Appeals has passed 
both houses, and is now in the hands of the 
Governor. 

Senators Hudspeth of Hudson and Barrett 
of Essex had a warm time over the Ward Water 
bill to-day. The bill attacks the Newark water 
scheme in the interest of Jersey City; for that 
reason Hudspeth favors it and Barrett is 
against it. At the public hearing in committee 
this noon Barrett was especially anxious that 
all Hudson gee le who want it should be heard 
at length. udspeth intimated that this was 
merely a device of Barrett's to delay the bill to 
death. Barrett had his way sbout itin — of 
the Hudson Senator, and when State Water 
Commissioner Lebbeus B. Ward and one or two 
others had been heard, the hearing was ad- 
journed till next Monday night, ostensibly to 
give the rest of the Hudson advocates of the bill 
time to putin an appearance 
It is said around the lobbies that the Gutten- 
berg ring gamesters have about consented to 
aid the “wy of a bill legalizing race courses 
and limiting the season om any course to thirty 
days. The passage of a bill even of that charac- 
ter is doubtful.

A DIVIDED CONVENTION.

THE MISSISSIPPI REPUBLICANS TORN BY 
A FACTION FIGHT. 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 23.—The Republican 
Convention to have met here at 12 ‘o'clock to- 
day did not convene until this evening at 7 
o'clock. The trouble has been with the two fac- 
tions represented, respectively, by James Hill, 
Republican Postmaster at Vicksburg, and A. T. 
Wimberly, Internal Revenue Collector, on one 
side and by John R. Lynch, Fourth Auditor of 
the Treasury, and B. K. Bruce, Register of 
Deeds at Washington, on the other. There has 
been a great deal of sparring, each faction try- 
ing to keep the other from getting any ad- 
vantage. 

The removal of Wimberly as Internal Revenue 
Collector has greatly complicated the situation. 


His absence from the city on account of the 
death of his son has also had a weakening effect 
for his side. 

The sub-committe appointed by the Executive 
Committee  tecrggemn A to examine oredentials 
and report those entitled to seats made its re- 
port to the committee late this afterneon in the 
Federal Court Building. After considerable dis- 
cussion the report was adopted unanimously.

They say it would look too much like fiyIng in 
the face of the President. 

W. H. Gibbs called the convention to order 
and announced thet J. Merideth Matthews had 
been agreed on by the committee as Chairman. 
A oall of the roll was began, when Mr. Hill de- 
nounced it as fraudulent and made up 
for a purpose. Bedlam then broke loose, and 
pandemonium held high carnival. All were 
trying to talk at onoe, and those not 
talking put in the time yelling at the top of 
heir voices. During the confusion the Hill fac- 
ion nominated W. E. Mollison as Chairman. Tne 
result was announced but never heard. Both 
Chairmen—Matthews and Moilison—rushed to 
the stage, each claiming to be elected. 

In like confusion two Secretaries were elect- 
ed, A. G. Pearee tur the Hill, and W. H. Gibbs 
for the Bruce-Lynch, faction. They took their 
seats amid the greatest confusion, and 
the rival conventions commenced trying 
to transact business at the same time, 
in a hall of five hundred capacity 
crammed with a thousand persons. Several of 
the white delegates left disgusted. Two com- 
mittees were appointed on credentiais and 
resolutions. The result will be two sets of dele- 
gates, both being instructed for Harrison.

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TYPHUS FEVER

DEATH REPORTED FROM NORTH 
BROTHER ISLAND. 


There was one new ease of typhus fever re- 
ported yesterday, and one death resulted from 
that disease. The new case was that of Bern- 
hard Zienter, twenty-one years old, who was 
found sick at 49 Pike Street and who was 
promptly removed to North Brother Island. He 
is the brother of the proprietor of the Pike 
Street house where a number of the Massilia’s 
passengers lodged previous to the outbreak of 
the disease, and he caught the malady by com- 
ing in contact with the immigrants. There was 
@ case of typhus taken from the house on the 
12th inst., when the presence of the fever was 
discovered in this city. 

The only death from typhus reported yester- 
day was that of Moses Kleeman, which oo- 


curred on North Brother Island. Kleeman was 
one of the Massilia’s passengers, and was taken 
to the hospital with the first batoh of sick from 
166 Division Street. 

Max Tangerman, who was taken from the 
emigrant boarding house at 2 Greenwich Street 
a few days ago and kept under observation at 
the Reception Hospital at the foot of East Six- 
teenth Street as a suspicious case, developed 
yahes fever yesterday, and was removed to 
the hospital on North Brother Island. Max 
Busch and Samuel Goldman, the other two sus- 
pects, have also been removed to the island, 
and have been isolated each in a separate tent 
and ata ‘etal dtstance from the typhus hos- 
pital. They are both very sick, and Dr. son 
said yesterday that although he did not diagnose 
their ailment as typhus fever, he was greatly 
afraid that it would develop into that disease. 

No new cases of typhus were found yesterday 
in the Italian quarters or the lodging houses, 
which are being inspected. 

Dr. Percival, who isin charge of the typhus 
fever hospital, reported that there were exactly 
100 oases of the disease on North Brother 
Island. Thirty-six of these patients have so far 
recovered from their illness that they will be 
discharged from the hospital to-day. The 
United Hebrew Charities have been informed, 
and they will provide accommodations for them 
at 5 Essex Street. 

The three women who were passengers on the 
Massailia and were sent from the emigrant depot 
on Ellis Island to the Long Island College Hos- 
pital wore discharged from the hospital yester- 
ae and were quartered at 42 East Twelfth 

treet. 

At yesterday's meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate, on motion of Controller Myers, $12,000 
was appropriated to the Board of Health from 
last year’s census balance for emergency serv- 
ice on account of typhus fever. 1t is understood 
that half of the amount will be spent in build- 
ing pavilions on North Brother Island and the 
other half for medical services. Through lack 
of the three-fourths attendance at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen necessary to 
authorize the expenditure of an emergency ap- 
= riation, construction of the pavilions must 

e delayed until after next week’s meeting of 
the Aldermen. 

Alarge number of immigrants was landed 
yesterday, 3,0)2inall. The Aller brought 605, 
the Maasdam 455, the Westernland 934, the 
Beigravia 94, and the P. Caland 155. The others 
were released from Hoffman's Island. ‘'wenty- 
two Russian Jews who came from Southern 
kussia were detained on the P. Caland, which 
is held at Quarantine, and seventy-eight on the 
Belgravia. They will be held for disinfection.

Abbett sent for the Trenton health officers and 
advised them to prepare a statement of the 
facts in the case. he Governor thought that 
the action of the New-Jersey authorities had 
not been so reprebensible as the New-York 
State Board of Health had represented. 
Ex-Mayor Vroom was instructed to prepare 
the reply, and he proposed to place the blame on 
the New-York authorities and advise them to 
keep their fever-infected immigrants at home, 
and not let them wander all over the country to 
spread pestilence, The reply will be ready to- 
morrow. The two Italians who caused this cor- 
respondence are now at work in this city.

SEEKING | STOLEN DYNAMITE, 


POLICE SEARCH 360 HOUSES OF AN- 
ARCHISTS IN PARIS. 


Paris, Feb. 23.—The Frenoh police pretend to 
be on the track of & gang of dynamite conepira- 
tors preparing for May Day. The police con- 
nect this conspiracy with a recent robbery of 
seventy-five pounds of dynamite from the Seine 
stone quarries. 

Early this morning, under a magiaterial order, 
domiciliary visits were made to all suspected 
houses. Altogether 360 houses were searched. 
Only a few of the missing cartridges were ob- 
tained, most of which were in the lodgings of a 
man named Borgier, who is known to be an An- 
archist. Borgier declared that he knew nothing 
whatever about the cartridges. 

The Journal des Debates says that the Pe- 
fecture of Police has information that the 
cartridges were designed to blow up the Span- 
ish Embassy in Paris in order to obtain revenge 
for the recent execution of four Anarchists in 
Xeres.

GRANITE STATE POLITICS 
CLEVELAND THE CHOICE OF NEW- 
HAMPSHIRE DEMOCRATS. 


THE REPUBLIOANS NOT SETTLED ON 
ANY OANDIDATE, BUT OPPOSED TO 
HARRISON — BLAIR’s CANDIDACY 
LOOKED ON AS A JOKE, 


CoNncoRD, N. H., Feb. 23.—So far as the New- 
Hampshire Democrats are concerned they have 
been ready and anxious to rally again under 
tne Cleveland standard ever sinoe the defeat of 
their great national leader in 1888 by “ blocks- 
of-five” corruption in Indiana, and similar 
means, combined with wholesale treachery, in 
New-York. There has been only one sentiment 
in the party here during the last three years as 
to who should be the Presidential candidate in 
1892, or what should be the issue in the contest. 
“Cleveland and tariff reform” is the battle cry 
of New-Hampshire Democrats to-day, as here- 
tofore, and the great maesof them are thor- 
oughly convinced that if by any means another 
candidate is named and another issue crowded 
to the front, the chances for success will be ma- 
terially lessened, if not substantially sur- 
rendered, 

New-Hampshire Democrats, as arule, are de- 
cided partisans. The great mass of them vote 
the straight ticket under all circumstances, and 
they will do so at the next election whoever the 
candidates may be, but their confidence and 
courage will be sadly weakened if any other 
mame than that of Grover Cleveland is placed 
at the head. 

Now that itis apparent through Hill’s recent 
conduct in deserting his post of duty in the 
United States Senate to manipulate primaries 
and pack his ‘“‘snap” State Convention in his 
DW personal interest, that it has been for 
David B. Hill rather than the Democratio Party 
of New-York and the Union that he has been 
working all along, he has in large measure lost 
the respect of what few friends he had in this 
Btate. Even the one prominent man in New- 
Hampshire who has heretofore been quoted as 


favoring Hill’s nomination for the Presidency— 
Mayor Knowlton of Manchester—is now said to 
regard such a nomination as entirely out of 
the question, rendered utterly impracticable 
throngh Hill's selfish and unserupulous action 
Within the past month. 

A canvass of the Democratic members of the 
Legislature last Winter revealed an overwhelm- 
ing Oleveland sentiment among them. Nothing 
has since transpired to indicate any change in 
that regard, while inquiry among prominent 
Democrats in all sections of the State within 
the last few weeks shows the feeling in his 
favor to be just as emphatic as ever. It is safe 
to say that New-Hampehire’s delegation in the 
convention will be solidly for Cleveland if it 
appears, when the convention assembies, that 
his nomination can possibly be effected. In- 
deed, no known anti-Cleveland man would 
stand a ghost of a chance for election as a dele- 
igate inthe State or eitherof the District Con- 
ventions. The personnel of this delegation has 
not been considered to any great extent yt beg 
though it is generally conceded that the Hon 
‘Frank Jones and the Hon. Harry Bingham will 
be of the membership, if such is their own desire. 

The Republican leaders in the State are un- 
questionably somewhat at a loss upon whom to 
bestow their allegiance now that Blaine is 
finally out of the tield as a Presidential candi- 
date. ‘The resentment toward Harrison has 
been very decided here all along, largely on ac- 
count of the President’s manifest inclipvation to 
be governed by Senator Chandler in New-Hamp- 
shire matters all through the first two years of 
his Administration, and the remarkable manner 
in which the Federal patronage of the State was 
‘bestowed through Chandler’s instrumentality. 
When the Legislature was canvassed a year ago 
for the Presidential preferences of members, 
there was a very general designation of Gen. 
Alger as the choice on the part of Repub- 
lican members, barely half a dozen outof the en- 
tire number venturing to express their prefer- 
ence for Harrison. This designation of Alger as 
their favorite was doubtless made more because 
he then seemed,in the minds of New-Hampasbire 
Republicans, an available person upon whom 
the auti-Harrison sentiment of the party could 
be concentrated than because of any particular 
attachment which they felt for him. Had it 
been believed then, as it was six months later, 
that Mr. Blaine’s candidacy was a possibility, 
their preference would have been largely ex- 
pressed for him, as would be the caso to-day 
‘were he in the field. 

As the situation now is, there is no concentra- 
tion of the anti-Harrison sentiment in the State, 
and this fact tends to strengthen the Harrison 
support, although it is far from being a positive 
‘and decided element as yet. The Federal office 
holders, as a rule, are Harrison men,as would 
generally be expected, and some others are fall- 
ing in with them in a passive sort of way, feel- 
ing that the President’s renomination is proba- 
ble, and thatit is best to be on the successful 
pide. 

Ex-Senator Blair’s recently-announced candi- 
Gacy will probably have no effect upon the situ- 
ation. However seriously it may. be intended, 
itis looked upon on all sides as a huge joke. 
While Mr. Blair has no enemies in his party in 
the State, so far as is known, it is doubtful if 
there area dozen Republicans in New-Hamp- 
shire who could be prevailed upon to pame him 
for President, even though they knew euch an 
expression of preference would insure him the 
office. And yet it is not impossible, though now 
entirely improbable, that the delegates chosen 
may conclude to compliment him with their 
votes upon the opening ballot or longer, while 
awaiting developments which shall determine 
‘what the real outcome is to be or an opportunity 
to place their votes where they will count effeot- 
ively in the result. 

Since the opening of Congress there has been 
@ lull in the Chandler-Gallinger war, or rather 
in the newspaper assaults of Chandler upon 
Gallinger, although there are frequent indica- 
tions that there is no love lost between the two 
Benators, and it is probable that a brisk re- 
mewal of hostilities will precede the meeting of 
the Republican State Convention, especially if 
Gallinger seeks to head the delegation to Min- 
meapolis, as his friends seem disposed that he 
shall, and as he undoubtedly will do if he 
chooses. 





VIRGINIA’S BLEOTION LAW. 

RICHMOND, Va, Feb. 23.—It is hardly proba- 
Die that Virginia will have the Australian bal- 
lot system in operation for the coming Presi- 
dential election. A proposition for this purpose 
was introduced in the Legislature several weeks 
aco, but has never been definitely acted upon. 
Senator Basil Gordon of Rappahannock, United 


Btates Benmator Barbour’s successor as Chair- 
man of the State Committees, and one of the 
most cultured gentlemen in Virginia, is a warm 
advocate of this measure. He believes that it 
ie certain to be adopted in time, but not at this 
session of the Legislature. It is probable that 
the new plan will be applied to the town eleo- 
tions next Bpring, and if it gives satisfaction 
may then be adopted for Federal and State con- 
tests. The Virginia politicians, however, do not 
yet fully understand what may be the effeot of 
this new venture in election legislation. 





DR. ORAWFORD’'S DISAPPEARANCE. 

Nyack, Feb. 23.—Increasing interest is felt 
in Haverstraw in the strange oase of Dr. Craw- 
ford, the dentist, who went away from his home 
on Sunday. Search is being made along the 
river below Haverstraw Village, the general 
impression being that he drowned himself near 
that point. 

Several persons ving near by saw the doctor 
walking toward the dynamite works Sunday 
noon witb an old suit of clothes on and without 
an overcoat. He acted strangely, as if he were 
deranged. 

The doctor and his family are held in —o 
esteem by the people of Haverstraw, and the 
only cause for his disappearance, so far as can 
be learned, is desapondency resulting from fail- 
ing eyesight.

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AGAINST HARRISON, 


4 MOVEMENT TO START A M’KINLEY 
BOOM IN OBIO. 


OCoLumMBvS, Ohio, Feb. 23.—There appears to 
be a preconcerted movement along the lines to 
force the fightin this State against President 
Harrison, and to this end allof the leaders in 
the movement to make Foraker Senator are 
now working to start a boom for McKinley, he 
being regarded as the most available man to 
divide the delegation if not to secure one hostile 
to the renomination of President Harrison. 

The Foraker people have openly declared war 
on the present Administration because of the 
part played by it in the Senatorial fight, as well 
as the utter lack of influence of the friends of 
the ex-Governor in securing any recognition 
whatever. Itis plain to be seen that Foraker’s 
followers are in a position to worry the friends 
of the present Administration nota little, as 
the President is not overpopular with the 
masses, and it would not require much effort to 
start a movement of unusual proportions with 
McKinley as the favorite. It is a noticeable 


fact that all of the prominent leaders in the con- 
test to make Foraker Senator are now iden- 
titled in the move to capture the State del- 
egation and swing it to McKinley or any 
other candidate that can be made available at 
the proper time against the present incumbent. 
The most pronounced of the Foraker people are 
free to say that, if the Democrats nominate Mr. 
Cleveland, Mr. Harrison would not only bea 
weak candidate, but there would be the great- 
est danger of losing the State. Those Kepub- 
licans who think that the President is entitled 
to a renomination conoede that he will be a 
heavy load to carry, as the real party workers 
are not only against him, but the regular old 
stand-by Republicans in the agricultural coupn- 
ties are taking but little interest, and care little 
whether he is made the candidate for a second 
term. 

It is also freely admitted that in many of the 
counties in the State where the Kepublicans 
have had their way for years there is a grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of Mr. Cleveland, and 
that his probable nomination makes the ques- 
tion of carrying the State with Harrison as the 
standard bearer avery doubtiul one—in faot, 
much more doubtful than the leaders them- 
selves are willing to admit. Mr. Harrison is 
not strong in organized-labor circles, while Mr. 
Cleveland is the ae favorite by large odds, 
and in many sections of the State more popular 
than even Major MoKinley. 

There can be no doubt that the anti-Harrison 
movement has broken out in earnest, and it ap- 
pears quite as promising at the present moment 
as did the historic anti-Hayes fight begun by 
Gen. John Beatty in 1877. The Auditor of the 
Btate, E. W. Poe, one of the rampant advocates 
and workers in behalf of Foraker for Senator, 
is out in an interview to-nightin which he takes 
strong grounds in favor of McKinley, intimat 
ing that with Harrison both Ohio and Indiana 
will be lost to the Republicans. It should not 
be inferred that the friends of Foraker have 
any deep love for MoKinley, for they have not; 
but they see in him the most available oclpb to 
retire arrison, as his success again means 
nothing less than their disfranchisement, so far 
as getting any of the patronage or benefits flow- 
ing from the public trough is concerned. They 
want to use McKinley to beat the President, as 
Gen. Beatty used Blaine to kill Sherman, and 
the indications are at the present time most 
flattering that they will succeed. 





NEW THEOLOGICAL PROFESSORS. 


—— 
IMPORTANT CHAIRS FILLED BY THE 
PRINCETON SEMINARY DIRECTORS. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 23.—A special meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Princeton 
Theological Seminary. was held to-day in 
Library Hall The meeting was an important 
one, as it was called for the purpose of electing 
three new professors to fill the chairs of “‘New 
Testament Literature,” ‘Biblical Theology,” 
and the “Relations of Philosophy and Science 
to the Christian Religion.” In response to the 
special summons eighteen Directors were pres- 
ent. The result of the meeting, as announced 
this evening, receives the hearty approval of 
not only the present Facuity, but all the stu- 
dents and friends of the seminary. 

The Rev. Dr. Geerhardus Vos, at present pro- 
fessorin the Theological Seminary at Grand 


Rapids, Mich., was unanimously ealled to the 
pew Chair of Biblical Theology which was cre- 
ated ayearago. Dr. Vos is a very able man 
and anoted scholar. He is a direct descendant 
of the French Huguenots and of the historic 
family of Vosse, who were among the refugees 
vo Holland after the reyoeation of the edict of 
Nantes. He received his early education in the 
gymnasium at Amsterdam. He came to this 
country and studied for the ministry at Grand 
Rapids, Mich. After _ graduation from the 
Theological Seminary in that city he came 
to Princeton and graduated from Princeton 
Seminary two years later. He received the He- 
brew Fellowship, and later studied at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin and at Strasburg. He is the au- 
thor of ‘‘ The Mosaic Origin of the Pentateuchal 
Codes,” which has received the criticism of such 
scholars as Dr. Cheyne. 

A unanimous call was also extended tothe 
Rey. George T. Purves, D. D., of Pittsburg. 
Penn., tothe Chair of New Testament Litera- 
ture and Greek Exegesis, left vacant by the re- 
cent death of Dr. Caspar Wistar Hodge Dr. 
Purves is a graduate of the University of Penn- 
sylvania in the class of ’72, and of Princeton 
Theological Seminary in 1876. He has been a 
very successful pastor in Pennsylvania, and of 
the Boundary Avenue Presbyterian Church of 
Baltimore, whence he was called to his present 
charge at Pittsburg. He has been oneof the 
regular lecturers in recent ey at Allegheny 
Seminary, and was one of the Stone lecturers at 
Princeton. He declined a call to the Chair of 
Church History in Princeton Seminary two 
years ago, and the recent offer of the pastorate 
of Dr. Howard Crosby’s Church in New-York, 
but it is generally believed that he will accept 
the present call to Princeton. 

The chair recently left vacant by the death of 
Dr. Charles Aiken was not filled, but a commit- 
tee was appointed to report on his successor at 
the regular meeting next May.

Le Roy Gresham, "92, of Maryland, will receive 
the prize—$50. The judges were, Prof. Hull, 
Taylor Reed, '86, and Samuel T. Dodd, ’87.

M'’MURRAY WILL GO BACK. 


ELEVENTA DISTRICT REPUBLICANS DIS- 
POSED TO FORGIVE HIS BOLT. 


There was one disappointed member of the 
Eleventh Assembly District Republican Asso- 
ciation at the meeting which was held in the 
headquarters at Thirty-fourth Street and Broad- 
way last night. He was the man who sent 
postal cards to the newspaper offices in this 
city yesterday announoing that the association 
would have a row. There was a large attend- 
ance, evidently in expectation of something ex- 
citing, but the meeting was rather amusing 
than otherwise. 

The chief topic considered was the restoration 
-to membership of ex-Alderman James G. Mc- 
Murray, who was expelled from the association 
in November, 1890, for bolting the regular 
nomination of William Nicholas Hoag for As- 
sembly that Fall. There seemed to be a general 
disposition to receive Mr. MoMurray back into 
the fold, inasmuch as he worked hard for Mr. 
Hoag’s election Jast Fall. The point that both- 
ered the meeting was how to let Mr. MoMurray 
in without sacrifice of dignity on the part of the 
association. Ex-Alderman James Van Rensse- 
laer, who presided, and Mr. Roberts, the Secre- 
tary. pointed out that a year’s notice must be 
given for the restoration of an expelled member. 

Mr. Hoag wanted a special committee of 
three oe to investigate Mr. MoMurra 
and find out whether he was sufficiently purge 
of his wickedness to be readmitted into the as- 
sociation. Mr. Hoag was disposed to look with 
favor upon Mr. McMurray’s application, but he 
believed in observing all of the formalities. 

Capt. John M. Searles made a stirring speech, 
which put the meeting in a laughing mood. He 
said that before last election he told Jamos G. 
McMurray that he must “hire a band and de- 
clare himself.” MoMurray took his advice and 
gotout on election day and worked for Mr. 
*Hoag. It was too cold for him to take off his 
coat, but he = bis hands in his pockets. The 
speaker attributed Mr. Hoag’s election in good 

art to Mr. MoMurray’s work, and he was will- 

ng to vouch for the latter’s loyalty hereafter. 
Capt. Searles closed by exclaiming dramatical- 
ly, “I voted for Lincoln in 1864 and I have not 
voted for anything else since.” 

James B. Townsend said he thought that Mr. 
MoMurray had been viewing the promised land 
from the outside long enough. @ was in favor 
of letting him come back into the association. 
The meeting adopted Mr. Hoag’s motion to ap- 
point a committee of three, without a dissent- 
ing vote. Messrs. Hoag, Townsend, and Searies 
were appointed as such committee. They will 
probably report at the next meeting in favor of 
readmitting the ex-Alderman. 

Chairman Van Rensselaer was authorized to 
appoint a special committee to provide one or 
more campaign speakers to address the assoocia- 
tion at each ofits regular meetings, ‘to eluci- 
date the burning political questions of the 
hour,” said the maker of the motion. 





EDWARD ATKINSON'S LECTURE. 


DISCUSSION OF VARIOUS SOCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC QUESTIONS, 


“Thou Shalt Serve Thy Neighbor as Thyself” 
was the text of a very interesting lecture deliy- 
ered by Mr. Edward Atkinson, the well-known 
writer on social questions, at All Souls’ Church, 
Sixty-sixth Street and Madison Avenue, last 
evening. There was a large attendance. 

One of the most interesting features of the ad- 
dre#§ was the comparison which Mr. Atkinson 
drew between the conditions which govern 
labor now and those which governed it twenty- 
five years ago. The conclusion which he 
reached was that the workingman was never so 
prosperous as he is to-day. Mr. Atkinson was 
severe in his denunciation of trades unions, 
which he said had done more to retard the ad- 
vancement of the man who Works with his 
hands than all of the combinations of monep- 
olists and the aggrandizements of capitalists, of 
which so much was heard. 

Mr. Atkinson paida great tribute to the energy 
and industry of the blacks, and dweit upon the 
fact that they had wrested infinitely greater 
success from the degraded conditions in which 
they found themselves at the close of the war 
than the half-barbarous Caucasian immigrants 
who swarm upon American shores and never 
become quite accustomed to American ideas 
and methods, 

“The poor white.” said Mr, Atkinson, “ is the 
real problem in the South.” In this same con- 
nection the lecturer read some interesting fig- 
ures illustrating the material prosperity of the 
negroes in the South, one of the striking points 
of which was the number of impecunious 
Southerners who are at present being support- 
ed by their former slaves. 





WILL NOT PAY FOR ORATES. 

The Retail Grocers’ Union met Monday at 
its headquarters in East Twenty-third Street 
and discussed the long-vexed question whether 
retail grocers should or should not pay any de- 
posit on berry crates to the receivers of fruits. 
Mr. Bussing said that over 7,000 notices had 
been sent out to the trade and growers contain- 
ing aresolution of the unton that retailers should 
not pay any deposit whatever on berry crates 
after March 15. The middlemen in Brooklyn, 
he said, were wavering upon the question, and 
sald if they were ——— by the growers they 
would refuse to pay deposits. There were about 
100 farmers in the State who were willing to 
forward their berries in “ gift,” or non-return- 
able crates. 

It was voted thatmembers of the union should 
refuse to pay any deposit on berry crates this 
season. A committee of six was appointed to 
call on the middlemen to urge them to get non- 
returnable crates from the farmers.

@HE THIRD-PARTY MEN ARE THERE—8O 
ARE THE KNIGHTS AND THE PRO- 
HIBITIONISTS—SOUTHERNERS OBJECT 
TO HELPING REPUBLICANS. 


Br. Louis, Feb. 23.—‘It has been said that 
eonvention day would be a Kilkenny fight.” 
his was the fashion in which Chairman Connor 
to-day opened the big convention of farmers 
and laborers in session to prepare the way for 
nominating o candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States. Chairman Connor raspingly 
proceeded, inviting any would-be leaders who 
Were not present for harmonious action to get 
out of the way orpe steppedupon. He then 
corpo that the Committee on Credentials 

ad been in session practically all night and 
‘would now present a partial report. 

The report recommended seating 245 dele- 
gates from the Farmers’ Alliance, 53 F. M. B. A., 
®2 Knights of Labor, 97 National Farmers’ 
\Aliianoce, 25 National Citizens’ Alliance, 97 Col- 
bred F. M. B. A., 27 National Citizens’ Inde- 
pendent Alliance, 75 Patrons of Industry, 25 
Patrons of Husbandry. Total, 677. 

The Farmers’ Alliance got 25 delegates at 
parge, and thirteen minor detached organiza 
‘tions and individuals got a representation of 
‘58. The contest from Georgia was left with 
the committee to be further considered. 

Ignatius Donnelly moved an amendment that 
Miss Frances Willard, Lady Somerset, Clara 
Hoffman, and F. H. Ingalls be seated as dele- 
gates representing the National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. The amendment 
ywas greeted with deafening cheers, and both 
@meniment and report were adopted, going 
through like wildfire. 

The threat of Chairman Connor that “ kick- 
ers” would be trampled out of sight, seemed, 
for the time being, to have given the conven- 
tion an extraordinary impetus for business 
and nothing eise, and, on motion of Donnelly, it 
“was resolved that during a recess a Committee 
on Platform be appointed on a comprehensive 
Dasis. 

Instead of precipitating another of the oft- 
ought conflicts between the method of choosing 
Tepresentatives by States or by organizations,the 
Donnelly plan was to give each national organ- 
zation Asses representatives on the Platform 
Committee, and each State one representative. 

Gen. Weaver moved the election of President 
Poik of the Farmers’ Alliance as permanent 
‘Chairman of the convention. The motion was 
seconded, and Temporary Chairman Connor put 
the motion like a fiash, declaring the election of 
Mr. Polk unanimous. a 

In ab instant Mr. Powderly of the Knights of 
Labor was on his feet and protesting that the 
‘proceedings wereirreguiar. Powderly deciarcd, 
iecweren, that the Knights of Labor in the con- 
vention would vote solidly for Polk. 

Others besides Powderly added their protest, 
and Mr. Polk, aprercatiy seeing that he had 
‘been placed in a false position, came to the front 
of the stage and announced that if there were 
objections to the manner of his election he 
would be willing to relinquish the position to 
which he had been chosen. 

An Dllineis delegate vociferously interrupted 
with a motion for a reconsideration of the elec- 
tion of Polk. 

The motion was carried. 

Dr. McCune advocated a vote by States, in- 
mtead of by organizations. The latter method 
Was urged by Weaver. The Donnelly compro- 
mise of voting by both organizations and 
States was again brought successfully to the 
front, however, with much confusion and many 
pariiamepvtary tangles.

Congressman Livingstone fought hard to have 
this resolution carried. ‘Tracy of Oregon, at 
the instance of the Kansas meh, tacked on an 
amendment demanding the passage of the Sub- 
Treasury bill. 

Waite of Colorado declared that the silver 
men wanted no one-horse resolution. They 
wanted a silver plank where it belonged, in the 
convention platform. He was taken at his 
word, and the free silver rasolution with its 
Sub-Treasury tail was in effect unceremoni- 
ously ordered laid on the table. 

For nearly an hour this evening the conven- 
tion, while waiting to hear from its mammoth 
Committee on Resolutions, listened to harangues 
and songs, but at last adjourned until to-mor- 
row.

FOUR TO SIX WEEKS, 


The departure of Seoretary Foster for Europe 
yesterday on board the North German Lloyd 
steamer Spree was taken notice of down the bay 
by salutes from great guns and the display of 
many flags. Secretary Foster is the first Cabi- 
net officer of the United States to go abroad 
during his term of office. A large number of 
callers shook Mr. Foster's hand yesterday 
morning in the parlor of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel until 11 o’clock, when, with a last good- 
bye'to Secretary of War Elkins, he entered his 
carriage with Collector Hendricks and drove to 
the foot of West Fwenty-third Street, where the 
reyenue cutter Chandler awaited him.

He expected to have a 
consultation with the Right Hon. George J. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
British financier who originated the one-pound- 
note scheme of which so much has been said. 

Regarding the recent gold shipments, Mr. 
Foster said that he felt no uneasiness what- 
ever on thatscore. He thought this country 
could afford to let some of its gold go to Europe 
without injuring its business interests, and that, 
of course, whatever gold went abroad would 
have to be paid for. He said that, notwith- 
standing all the talk, the Treasury Depart- 
ment had been able to pay and expected to 
continue to keep paying, He stated that the 
Soppetman® would not hesitate to use all the 
meéans at its command to maintain a gold stand- 
ard, and that he saw no reason for financial dis- 
turbance at thistime. He said that he expected 
to return home in four weeks, or six at the ut- 
most.

FAN-TAN GAMES TO REOPEN. 


THE CHINESE LOOKING FOR A RETURN 
OF OLD AMUSEMENTS, 


The Chinese in the city are in a state of 
delicious anticipation, and the reason for it is 
that they will soon be able to indulge in a fa- 
yorite amusement of theirs to their heart's con- 
tent. 

About a year ago all the fan-tan houses in the 
city were closed. There were abond eixty in 
all, and every one did a moat profitable busi- 
ness. Several Chinamen who were aotin the 
combination attempted to blackmail the owners 
of the gambling houses, but the owners abso- 
lutely refused to submit. The men wh# tried to 
levy this blackmail were members of the High- 
binders’ Society or the Hip Sing Tong. When 
the Highbinders saw that they could make no 
money in that way, they determined to have the 
fan-tan places closed, but the police would net 
interfere. Finally public attention was attract 
ed to the gambling places, and they were com- 
pelled to close, and for one year no fan tan bas 
been played in Mott Street. 

The Hip Sing Tong tried to close the Chinese 
lottery shops, butis unable to do this, and the 
ten lottery shops have been in full operation all 
the year. Fan tan was the favorite game, and 
the Mott Street Chinamen grew tired of being 
deprived of it, so they cast about to see what 
they could do. A leading member of the Chinese 
colony told the fan-tan men thatif they would 
raise the money he would “ fix” it. They raised 
$2,050 and gaveittohim. He announced sev- 


eral days ago that everything had been arranged, 
and the gamblers decided that on Saturday night 
all the fan-tan houses should be opened, and 
that games should be run at the following 
bouses: One at 10 Mott Street, one at 12 Mott 
Btreet, two at 14, one at 16, four at 18, two at 
20, two at 22, and one at 36 Mott Street; one at 
8, one at 16, and one at 1619 Doyers Street, and 
one each at 11, 12, and 21 Pell Street. 

The Fan-Tan Hong is the protective and 
beneficial society of the Chinese gamblera, and 
there are from 300 to 400 members. Each 
gambling house contributes $8 a week to a gen- 
eral fund that is to be used for special purposes. 

In the Chinese lottery, which has been run- 
ning Fight along without any interference from 
the police, there are eighty characters placed 
in four piles of twenty each. f. player takes ten 
characters out of any one pile and the dealer 
takes an entire pile of twenty characters.

TWO WAYS OF DOING If

IN DOUBT WHETHER THE NEGROES 
WILL GO HOME OR TO LIBERIA. 


Reginald Fendali, Secretary of the American 
Colonization Society, and the Rev. Thomas G. 
Addison, one of the most prominent members 
of the Executive Committee, arrived in this 
city from Washington yesterday morning. 
They started from Washington, the headquarters 
of the Colonization Society, immediately upon 
receipt of the information that over two hun 
dred negroes, bound for Liberia, had been 


stranded in New-York without the means either 
to proceed to their destination or to return to 
their homes, 

These gentlemen said that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Colonization Society in Washing- 
ton had never heard of these people until the 
gowepapers announced their arrival in New- 


or. 

“We have on file letters from over 30,000 
negroes living in every part of the United 
States who are anxious to go to Liberia,”’ said 
Mr. Fendall, “and our facilities for shipping 

6m there are so limited that we are obliged to 
use @ very exact system of selection. Those 
who are able to contribute something toward 
their passage of course have the preference, as 
they are naturally regarded as thé most thrifty. 
But a strong desiré to emigrate to Liberia has 
begun to work on the minds of so many of the 
people that we shall have to adopt somo 
plan to head off those who, merely on the 
strength of a circular which we send them giv- 
ing information regarding Liberia, pack up 
their things and proceed to New-York without 
auy concern for detailg and without any in- 
struction from the Secretary. 

“The very langu of the circular which was 
mailed to these people who have arrived in New- 
York reads that ‘an order for passage must be 
obtained before the people leave their homes, as 
without it they will not be received on the ves- 
sel.” The negroes who are now destitute in New- 
York received no such order, which must pro- 
ceed from the Executive Committee. On the 
contrary, many of them received letters from 
Mr. Coppinger, the late Secretary of the society, 
expressly ——. them that it would he quite 
futile for them to leave theit homes, as there 
yor no available transportation facilities for 
their passage to Liberia. They came in the face 
of these warnings, probably believing that they 
could ‘squeeze in’ somehow. 

“Several months ago we made arrangements 
to transportto Liberia a party of negroes now 
living in Morrillton, Ark., and these, together 
with the negroes who arrived here last October 
too late to catch the Fall boat, must haye prece- 
dence of those who came here on Saturday and 
on Sunday. They will sail for Liberia on the 
10th of March. 

“ We oan think of no other plan of disposing 
of these new arrivals than that of chartering 4 
special vessel to transport them to Liberia ina 
body. This would cost $20,000. The American 
Coionization Society has $2,000 in ite treasury 
whioh't will cheerfully donate for the purpose, 
and we shall make arrangements for a public 
meeting, to be held here early next week, at 
which an appeal will be made to the people of 

ew-York City to subscribe the additional 

18,000. We very much regret that Bishop 

otter, the President of the society, is not pres- 
ent in New-York, as his influence would be of 
great importance in assisting us to carry out 
our plan.” 

The party of negroes from the Red Lands, In- 
dian Territory, are still housed in the base- 
mentof the Merritt Mission, and Mr. Merritt 
says that they will be allowed to remain there 
until some other provision is made for them. 
Large contributions of food are received daily 
from charitable persons, and the stranded tray- 
elers are being well fed. 

Most of the prominent colored clergymen of 
the city are decidedly opposed to any project 
which contemplates the raising of funds to ena- 
ble these negroes to continue their journey to 
Liberia, and they are emphatic in their expres- 
sions that all of the colonists should be sent di- 
rectly back to their starting points. The Rev. 
D. W. B. Derrick, the Rev. J. R. B. Smith, Chap- 
lain of the colored branch of the Grand Army; 
the Rev. T. Gould of the Sullivan Street African 
Church, and the Rev. E. H. Simmons, who, 
aside sy his pastoral duties,“is a mem- 
ber of the State Republican Committee, held 
a conference yesterday, the result of which was 
that a mass meeting of colored citizeus will be 
called for next week, probably Monday, to raise 
money to send the negroes back to their homes. 
Mr. Simmons declares that he will fight any at- 
tempt to transport them to Africa, and Mr. 
Smith, who was a candidate for the Liberian 
Mission, said, invidentally—while expressing 
the same determination—that he was thankful 
that the President had not bestowed the ap- 
pointment upon him. 

The negroes who arrived on Sunday told tho 
colored ages trey that other large parties are 
all ready to leave the Indian Territory for New- 
York on their way to Liberia. On hearing this 
the Rev. Mr. Simmons telegraphed to the Pre- 
siding Elder of the Methodist Conference of the 
Indian Territory requesting that functionary to 
“instruct the pastors of all congregations 
throughout the Territory to desist In this harum- 
scarum movement.” 

The negroes from Woodruff County, Ark., who 
arrived onthe City of Augusta from Savannah 
on Sunday afternoon had their baggage re- 
moved from the dock yesterilay, and sre now 
quartered at 27 Sullivan Street. 

The firm of Yates & Porterfield yesterday ro- 
ceived advices dated Jan. 13 conveying the in- 
formation that Joseph J. Cheeseman was inaug- 
urated President of the Liberian Republic on 
Jan, 4, and that anew Cabinet was appointed, 
composed as follows: the Rev. G. W. Gibson, 
Secretary of State; H. A. Williams, Secretary of 
the Treasury; H. W. Grimes, Attorney General, 
and Arthur Barclay, Postmaster General.

FIRST A QUESTION OF SANITY. 


MUSICIANS 


EDWARD M. FIELD'S CASE IN THE 
COURT OF OYER AND TERMINER. 


Edward M. Field was taken down from 
Ludlow Street Jail yesterday to the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer to be tried before Presiding 
Justice Van Brunt of the Supreme Court on the 
indictment in which he is charged with having 
torged a bill of lading on the steamship Cam- 
bria. When brought into court between two 
Deputy Sheriffs, Field did not appear to realize 
where he was. He was taken into the space in 
front of the jury box reserved for counsel and 
the prisoner at the bar. As soon as possible he 
sat down at the end of the lawyers’ table, pulled 
his dark overcoat up around his ears, rested his 
head on his right hand, with the elbow on the 
table, and became, to all appearances, utterly 
oblivious of his surroundings. 

Neur the prisoner sat his brother, Cyrus W. 
Field, Jr., and his uncle, the Rev. Dr. Henry M. 
Field. Field paid no attention to them. He 
closed his eyes, and throughout the proceedings 
sat there hardly moving a muscle, and never 
taking the slightest interest in what was going 
on. If he was feigning insanity, he was doing 
it cleverly. 

There were several lawyers present in his be- 
half. The spokesman was W. Bourke Cockran. 
District Attorney Nicoll and his assistant, Mr. 
Weeks, represented the prosecution. 

When Field was called to the bar Mr. Cockran 
said thathe wanted to interpose a special plea 
of insanity. He said that Field had been found 
insane in Westchester County. District Attor- 
ney Nicoll objected that Field had been found 
merely unable to manage his own affairs, and 
that did not show that he was insane an@ could 
not plead to the indictment against him in this 
count. Judge Van Brunt called for the copy of 
the proceedings in Westchester County, and 
read from it that at the time Field was a lunatic 
and unable to care for himself or his property. 
Judge Van Brunt agreed with Mr. Cockran that 
it would be advisable to inquire into the mental 
condition of Mr. Field, and it was finally decided 
that the inquiry should be made by a jury. 

The task of getting twelve jurymen was then 
begun. It was finished latein the afternoon, 
and to-day the evidence toshow that Field is 
insane will be submitted to them.

UNION FERRY APPRAISEMENTS, 
—_—o ; 


EVIDENCE SUBMITTED BY THE CITY AND 
THE COMPANY. 


The trial of the suit in which the oity is now 
attempting to have set aside the appraisement 
of the property of the Union Ferry Company 
that was made for the purpose of making a new 
lease of the franchise was resumed yesterday 
before Chief Justice Daly of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. The appraisement which it issought 
to set aside was made by two appraisers, oue se- 
lected by the Controller and one by the ferry 
company. The value set by them on the prop- 
erty was $3,803,000, and in an appraisement 
made by the company in 1889 the value was 
placed at $1,523,000. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel David J. Dean, who represents the city, 
alleges that the appraisement is void because 
the statute provides that such an appraisement 
must be made under the direction of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund. 

The first witness called yesterday was George 
C. White, who was a Director in the Union 


Ferry Company at the time the appraisement of 
1889 was made, and before the persons now in 
control of the company secured possession. 
Mr. White was on the committee that —— 
the a oe f in 1889. He could not tell yester- 
~ without refreshing his memory what the 
value of the property was. From the report of 
the committee he said that the value of the 
boats was $673,000. He was offered as an ex- 
pert on the value of the boats by Mr. Dean and 
did not testify as to the value of the other 
property. 

Mr. White said that as none of the members of 
the committee was an expert on water-front 
property they had secured the services of two 
men who were familiar with such values to 
make an examination. The value of the real 
estate was placed at $325,000 in the report 
This was less than the amount given as ite value 
by the experts. Mr. White said that the reason 
for this was thatas the company was doing a 
losing business it would not look well for its 
surplus to increase when it had acquired no ad- 
ditional property. 

B. H. 8mith, who was a Director and the Vice 
President of the old company, gave practically 
the same testimony in regard to the value of 
the property as was given by Mr. White. 

The case for the city was closed and Gros- 
venor P.Wowrey, one of the counsel for the 
ferry company, opened the case for the defense. 
Before the ournment John Monks, a dock- 
builder, was called to the stand and gave testi- 
mony as to the value of the company’s property 
in Brooklyn and this city. His estimate was 
higher than those of the witnesses for the oity. 
The trial of the suit will be continued to-day. 





BENSONIA CEMETERY. 


—————. 
LOT OWNERS PROPOSE TO DO SOMETHING 
TO CHANGE ITS STATUS. 


The lot owners of the Bensonia Cemetery, in 
Morrisania, have formed an association, the 
object being to do something with the cemetery 
so that it shall cease to he, as at present, a 
burial place, a playground, and a cow pasture 
combined. It is not intended to insist upon the 
preservation of the cemetery as a cemetery. A 
committee has been appointed to look into the 
feasibility of getting an act through the Legis- 
lature giving the city permission to condemn 


the property, cause the removal of the bodies, 
and then either divide the property into city 
lote or transform the whole into a park. 

The cemetery was once the property of James 
L. Parshall, who, years before annexation, di- 
vided it into burial lots and sold thein to the pres- 
ent holders. It was known asthe Bensonia Luth- 
eran Cemetery. Aportion of the cemetery is also 
included in the Beck estate, and legal trouble has 
arisen there, for the agents of the estate find 
that they cannot give free titles to lots along 
St. Ann’s Avenue because the burial lot owners 
have a prior right to portions of the ground. 
The burial lote are small. The original deeds 
conveyed by Parshall did not convey the paths 
surrounding the lots, and specified that the 
lots themselves were conveyed “ for burial pur- 
poses.” It would be impossible to obtain clear 
titles to city lots should the cemetery be so 
divided, without the cononrrent and harmonious 
action of Parshall and the lot owners. 

The cemetery is truly in a dilapidated state. 
The city, in 1883, put a fence around it, thus 
forming an inclosure in which cows are now 
baited. The lot holders say that the owner of 
the cows is a “‘Tammany heeler,” or he would 
not be allowed to do such a thing.
